MANILA, Tuesday, Jan, 3.—The dttach- 
ment of troops which has been operating 
in Mindanao has returned here.

Langione, who, according to the police, 
is known as *“‘ Tenor’’ and “ Buddy,” and 
who generally uses Langan as a lagt 
name, was lined up in the Detective Bu- 
reau last night with eleven other men in 
ordinary clothes. Then a man who saw 
the assault on Warner and who saw a 
man kneeling on the engineer's back, 
pounding him with his fist, was brought 
into the room. At the man’s own request 
his name was withheld by the police.....He 
pointed instantly to Langione, according 
to the police, exclaiming: 

“That igs the man I saw on.Warner’s 
back.

Langione listened to this identification 
without any evidence of worry or fear 
and was led then to a cell, after he had 
declined to say anything about himself 
beyond giving his name and address. 

The attack on Warner was made at the 
time of the express strike, and it was be- 
lieved then-ihat he had been killed by 
mistake for a strike-breaker, by some of 
the striking drivers. Commissioner Flynn 
learned that a gun and a knife had been 
displayed in Strike headquarters in Wash- 
ington Hall, 781 Eighth Avenue, and. on

There are two versions of a trip to 





Harlem of Frederick Townsend Martin| 
and twenty-six others, including Mrs. O.| 


H. P. Belmont, Mrs. William Post, and 
Mrs. Frederick Vanderbilt, who. happened 
to invade Harlem last night in fiev taxi- 
cabs. 

One version, probably founded on a few 
remarks offered to reporters by Mr. Mar- 
tin earlier in the afternoon, was that 
Mr. Martin, deeply moved by his fre- 
quently publish love for his fellow-man, 
had induced by long pleas a number of 
very distinguished persons to sptend an 
evening in his care“seeing how the other 
people lived whom they did not know. 

The other version was that Mrs. Bel- 
mont forewarned that the twenty-two 
young wofhen comprising the Ivria Club 
were going to give a dance to the twenty- 
five young men comprising the Harlem 
Club of Political Equality at the New 
Star Casino, at Lexington Avenue and 
107th Street, engaged the services of the 
always accommodating Mr. Martin as 
poilt, guide, and escort for her taxicab 
party, and this was the version generally 
accepted by those having in mind Mr. 
Martin’s well-known record as a guide to 
the remoter sections for those only at 
home in Fifth Avenue. ‘ 

At any rate, whichever version is true, 
the party, headed as stated, left the Plaza 
at 8 o’clock last night, arrived at the 
New tSar Casino at 8:30, and saw pre- 
sented there a special suffragette play, 
written especialy for the occasion, there 
being even a large bouquet of flowers all 
ready for Mrs. Belmont, with ochestra- 
tion to accompany its presentation. 

All this, however, was subsequent to 
a congession by Mr, Martin, recovering 
from the throes of ‘authorship to this 
effect: 

‘The one object .of my life now is to 
arouse the sympathy of the wealthy wo- 
men of this city for their poorer neigh- 
bors. Mrs. John Drexel, Mrs. Frederick 
Vanderbilt, Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, Mrs, 
William Post, and Mrs. Vanderbilt have 
promised me their support in the move- 
ment, and Mrs, Stuyvesant Fish is going 
to visit the east side and make a speech 
this month. They are all generous with 
their money for charitable purposes, but 
there is something to be done far more 
important than that. 

‘I should like to see the rich society 
women of this city doing the same good 
work that the Duchess of Marlborough 
and other well-known women are é@oing 
in London to-day, 

“IT mean by that to visit the sick and 
poor in the nospitals and their homes to 
Show the unfortunate people that there 
is sympathy and feeling for them among 
their wealthier sisters and that they are 
not uoteasts. 

“To see the people who live in Fifth 
Avenue stand among them and talk like 
themrelves will do away with that feeling 
of discontent that has been engendered 
for the last quarter of a century to a 
great extent by the masses who live on 
the east side looking through the windows 
of the luxurious mansions of the rich and 
paves coming into personal contact with 
them. 

“‘In addition to making the poor more 
contented it would make their visitors 
happier by giving them some occupation 
for the mornings instead of attending 
tedious social functions, which could be 
left for the latter part of the day—after 
tea. When I discussed the subject with 
Mrs. Vanderbilt recently she expressed 
her hearty approval, and said that if the 
idea could be carried out by New York 
women, as it had been done in Europe for 
so many years, a great change would be 
brought about in the relationship hetween 
the rich and the poor in America, and 
she wished the. movement every success. 
“After we have organized our mission 
in New York I hope to see it spread 
thorugh every city from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Coast. ‘To-night, however, I 
am going to a meeting at the Harlem 
Club, at 107th Street and Lexington Ave- 
nue, with Mrs. Post and Mrs. Vanderbilt, 
to see Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont’s kXtchen, 
where upper east side families can get a 
supply of well-cooked food for 25 cents.’’ 
The last. time Mr. Martin proposed to 
take Fifth Avenue to see the east side 
there was a revolt from the east side. 
Even the Socialist orators retreated to a 
safe distance from Mr. Martin’s social 
spot light. But immediately afterward 
there was intense interest on the east 
side movement to show east siders by au- 
tomobile how ‘“‘the other half’’ in Fifth 
Avenue lived. Autotrips for this purpose, 
initiated at cheap rates by an enterprising 
blacksmith, were highly profitable until 
the blacksmith’s automobile broke down. 

Five taxicabs driving up at a time to 
the doors of the Star Casino was some- 
thing that had never happened before in 
the history of either the Politieal Equal- 
ity Association or the Ivria Club. But 
for all that the visitors were not unex- 
pected last evening. There were three 
cheers for ‘‘ Mrs. Belmont, our leader.’ 
A. voice amended this to ‘‘our devoted 
leader.”’ Then the bouquet was pre- 
sented and the programme, with Mrs.

New York County Contributed $5,058,- 
$70 to the State Treasury This Year.

ALBANY, Jan. p.—New York County’s 
contribution to the revenue raised by the 
State as taxes on transfers of decedents, 
or collateral inheritances, for the year 
1910 will amount to almost $6,000,000— 
nearly three-fourths ot tne entire revenue 
from the sixty-one counties of the State. 
Up to Dec. 21 there had been paid into 
the State Treasury from New York Coun- 
ty as taxes on decedents’ transfers $),- 
058,970. Kings County paid $620,360, and 
Nassau $103,253. 

New York’s month was April, 
when the payments amounted to $1,361,- 
125, and the smallest, not veounting 
December, was September, when but 
$192,803 was paid. Kings’ largest 
month was January, with $146,531, and its 
smallest February, with $19,457. Nassau 
paid the greatest amount, $26,944, in Sep- 
tember, and the least, $1,182, in March.

AN AMERICAN’S ORDEAL. 


Mexican Rebels Four Times Prepared 
to Shoot Him—Saved by a German. 


CHIHUAHUA, Jan. 2.—An official re- 
port to-night states that the town of 
Batoplilas, recently occupied by the revo- 
lutionists, was taken by 500 federals this 
afternoon without casualties. The insur- 
recto forcé was small, and most of them, 
it is stated, were taken prisoners. 

The report telegraphed a week ago that 
the insurrectos as a retaliatory measure 
recently executed ten prisoners is con- 
firmed by Americans who arrived to- 
night. 

A condition of anarchy among the in- 
surrectos is reported by a mining man 
who has returned here from the Minaca 
district. Foreigners express the fear that 
when the insurrectos find themselves hard 
pressed they will kill a few Americans 
in the hope of bringing about American 
intervention. 

W. Burling Tucker, a Californian, who 
is well known in this country, went 
through a hair-raising ordeal at Minaca 
recently. A squad of half-drunken revo- 
lutionists accused him of* being a spy, 
and he was saved from being executed 
only by the devotion of a German store- 
keeper named Junk. Four times Tucker 
Was stood up to be shot, and as many 
times Junk, by the most vehement pro- 
tests, obtained delays, and finally saved 
his friend’s life. Junk was asked at 
length if he would stake his life in guar- 
anteeing the neutrality of Tucker. 

‘‘T guarantee him with my life,’ replied 
the German, and the shooting was post- 
poned indefinitely. 

At Guerrero two days ago the former 
Mayor under the Government régime, was 
executed by order of the new revolution- 
ary Mayor. The latter is alleged to have 
thus satisfied an old grudge.

In this chair, students of Mrs. Stetson 
Say, Mrs. Eddy’s spiritual body has al- 
ready rested on several occasions, though 
that was many months before her death, 
and while the Mother of Christian Science 


was in retirement at her home in Brook- 
line. 


According to the testimony of several] 
of Mrs. Stetson’s students in Boston last 
year, while she was on trial for heresy, 
meetings presided over by Mrs. Stetson 
were held in an upper room of 7 West 
Ninety-sixth Street, at which all present 
fixed their thoughts on the empty chair 
and exerted a thought force which was 
Supposed to compel Mrs. Eddy to project 
her spiritual being through space to the 
empty chair. These students also told of 
““mental’’ visits of Mrs. Eddy to the 
Stetson home. 

Mrs. Eddy’s last “ visit’ to the Stetson 
home was many months ago, but the same 
chair is still ready, and those who be-

Eddy themselves, or learn from Mrs. 


Stetson that the latter has seen and con- 
versed with the late high riestess o 
Chrisian Science. aires ie 
-Mrs. Stetson’s followers say that her 
word will be all that is necessary for 
them to believe she has really had a 
‘‘manffestation’’ of Mrs. Eddy. They say 
that Mrs, Stetson would be the logical 
person to whom Mrs. Eddy would ‘*‘ man- 
ifest’’ herself, as she has advanced fur- 
ther than most Christian Scientists in 
divine metaphysics. They say also that 
they believe Mrs. Stetson is expecting an 
important message from Mrs, Eddy, and 
that this message, when deliveréd to the 
world, will have a far-reaching effect on 
the future of Christian Science. 

Mrs. Stetson, while declining to talk for 
publication, has made it plain that in ‘her 
Opinion she and her friends are far more 
likely to witness the ‘‘ manifestation ”’ of 
Mrs. Eddy than are the Mother Church 
Directors chosen by Mrs. Eddy to dic- 
tate the material policy of the Church.

SUES TO ESTABLISH HEIRS. 


Mrs. Evans Wants Court to Decide 
Who Will Get Husband’s $10,000,000. 


BOSTON, Jan. 2.—The widow of Robert 
D. Evans of Beverly has begun proceed- 


ings in the Supreme Judicial Court to de- 
termine what relatives of Mr. Evans will 
be entitled to share his estate. 

Evans, who died about a year ago, left 
more than $10,000,000, the income of which 
is to go to Mrs. Evans during her life. 
She was permitted to dispose by will of 
one-half of the principal sum, and the 
other half is to be divided among heirs of 
Evans. 

Several cousins, living in this city, and 
one in St. John, N. B., have taken meas- 
ures to establish their right to a portion 
of the estate. This has led Mrs. Evans to 
bring an action to determine the relation- 
ship and rights of the claimants. 

Evans was the owner of Woodbury 
Point, Beverly, where President Taft has 
spent the last two Summers, but since 
her husband's death Mrs. Evans has re- 
fused to renew the President’s lease, and 
another estate near by has been obtained 
for the ‘‘ Summer Capitol.” 


BATHTUB MEN UP TO-DAY. 


32 Individuals and 16 Corporations to 
be Arraigned in Detrolt. 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 2.—United States 
District Attorney Frank H. Watson re- 
turned to-day from Washington, where he 
conferred with the Department of Justice 
officials on the ‘‘ bath tub trust’ cases. 
The thirty-two individuals and sixteen 
corporations who were indicted here by 
tne Federal Grand Jury will be arraigned 
before Judge Swan to-morrow. Some of

Alexander Simpson of Jersey City, who, 
with Samuel P. Jacktoff of this city, rep- 
resent Gallagher, having already moved 
for an inquiry into his sanity, will _pro- 
ceed this morning to put Dr. John Reilly 
of 59 West Forty-fourth Street on the 
witness stand to prove that Gallagher is

McLane Hamilton and Dr. Carlos F. Mac- 
Donald of this city, Dr. John D. McGill 
of Jersey City, Dr. George H. Sexsmith 
of Bayonne, Dr. Harry A. Cotton of Tren- 
ton, Dr. William J. Arlitz of Hoboken, 
and Dr. Robert Kennedy of Manhattan. 
Dr. Sexsmith is the only one of these 
who has come out with a statement that 
Gallagher is insane. 

Prosecutor Garven has subpoenaed thir- 
ty-two’ witnesses, including the_alienists. 
These witnesses include Commissioner Ed- 
wards, Corporation Counsel Watson of 
New York, Robert Adamson, Mayor Gay- 
nor’s secretary, and police officials of 
Hoboken and New York who were on 
the steamship Md when the Mayor and 
Commissioner Edwards were shot. ;

VAUGHN POISON CASE ENDS. 


Mrs, Vaughn and Dr. Hull, Charged 
with Professor’s Death, Are Freed. 


LANCASTER, Mo., Jan. 2.—Mrs. Alma 
H. Vaughn and Dr. James R. Hull, ac- 
cused of the murder of Prof. John T.

ON LORIMER SCANDAL 


Insistence on a Thorough Inquiry 
ls Worrying Some Members 
of the Senate. 








OWN FORTUNES AT STAKE 





Burton, Dick, and Borah to Take Im- 
portant Part, When the Case 
Comes Up for Discussion. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—President Taft 

has taken a persona! interest in the Lori- 
mer case which will come up soon for ac- 
tion in the Senate. He has shown he is 
not satisfied with the whitewashing re- 
port of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections and will not be content with 
anything less than a complete ventilation 
of the scandal by the Senate. This means 
that Senator Lorimer’s chance of vindi- 
cation by the Senate is very much less 
than before, and Lorimer is in for the 
fight of his life if ne hopes to retain his 
seat. 
The fact is that the investigation of the 
circumstances and facts of his election 
by the sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections was 
not honest and full. From the beginning 
it was partisan and biased, and the pro- 
ceedings that followed also have been 
partisan, biased, and not honest. It has 
been becoming more plain daily that the 
question which most of the Senators have 
been considering is not whether Lorimer 
was elected honestly or not, but what 
attitude toward the case would sult best 
their individual positions. 

Several Senators will come up for re- 
election this month, and some are hav- 
ing no littie trouble at home. The in- 
fluence of their attitude on obtaining 
Democratic votes is being considered by 
frome, who plainly are anxious as to the 
effect the case may have upon their 
ersonal fortunes. In the case of others 
t is not re-election but cther political 
considerations which is making them hes- 
itate as to what to do. 

President Taft insists that Senators 
shall recognize the obligation resting 
upon them to decide tha Lorimer case 
upon its merits without regard to the 
effect their action may have upon their 
personal complications at home. He 
wants a square, honest verdict after a 
full examination of the case. With noth- 
ing less will he be satisfied. 

One of the first open indications of the 
President’s personal interest in the case 
is the announcement that both Senators 
Burton and Dick of Ohio will take a 
hand in its discussion before the Senate. 
It is expected that Burton will take a 
leading part. He has had several! con- 
sultations with other Senators opposed to 
the whitewashing of Lorimer, and is find- 
ing out where the Senate as a whole 
stands in the matter. 

The position of Mr. Burton regarding 
Lorimer is just the reverse of that of the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
He holds that Lorimer should not be per- 
mitted to retain his seat until it is shown 
that it was obtained honestly. The com- 
mittee reported that Lorimer should not 
be deprived of his seat until it was 
shown that it had been obtained corrupt- 
ly, and, at the same time, it reported that 
evidence had been adduced showing that 
seven of the votes that elected Lorimer 
were tainted. It argued that, since the 
four who had confessed to taking bribes 
had named only three as bribe givers, 
these seven must represent all of the 
tainted votes in the Illinois Legislature. 

Senators who are opposing the white- 
washing of Lorimer insist that this fact 
should have suggested irresistibly the 
probability—so great as to be almost a 
certainty—that if seven corrupt votes were 
discovered there must have been more. 
Yet nothing effective was done by the 
investigating sub-committee to ascertain 
whether or not the corruption ended with 
these seven. The chief lobbyist here for 
Juorimer, who is interested in the raising 
and distribution of the corruption fund, 
Was not even summoned as a witness by 
the sub-committee. 

The feeling of Senators about the mat- 
ter is clearly revealed by the way in 
which the number of those opposed to a 
whitewashing without further proceedings 
has increased lately. For some time 
after it became known that the report of 
the sub-committee would be favorable to 
the Illinois statesman there was not a 
Senator who would say he intended to 
do anything about it. Senator [razier 
filed a report of his own and then went 
down to Tennessee to look after his 
chances for re-election, contenting himself 
with announcing in the Senate that he 
was not able to vote either way in the 
matter, not having read the testimony 
taken by the sub-committee. 

There the matter rested when it be- 
came known that Senator Borah, one ol 
the soundest lawyers in the Senate, was 
making a personal study of the testi- 
mony and would not consent to final 
action by that body without expressing 
his opinion of the case. That informa- 
tion was followed soon by the news that 
others of the progressive, or insurgent, 
Republicans were taking the same stand, 

Meantime there was nothing from the 
White House to indicate that the Presi- 
dent had decided to take any hand in the 
matter, although it was learned that he 
was very much interested in the outcome. 

It is not as President that Mr. Taft has 
done what he has. He is the head of the 
Republican Party, and is reported to feel 
that it would be a grave misfortune for 
the party to pate final Judgment on the 
case without its full and complete airing. 

Other Reputlican leaders have recog- 
nized this fact, and have seen, as well, 
that it would be unfortunate for the party 
to have the demand for full investigation 
come only from one wing of the party 
instead of both progressives and regulars. 
Mr. Taft, as the head of his party, has 





expressed hope that all outside considera- 
tions might be brushed away, and that | 
in the interest of fairness, justice, and | 
honesty to all, the case should be decided | 
only after thorough and exhaustive exam- | 
ination. 
Three lines of action are under con- 
sideration, one of which will probably 
be followed when the matter comes up 
in the Senate. One is a direct motion to 
Geciare sustained the charges against 
Lwrimer.

| DEFENDS ALASKAN CLAIMS. 


Falcon Joslin Says Pinchot Is Moved 
by Hatred of Ballinger. 


Special io The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The brief filed 
with the President by Gifford and Amos 
Pinchot urging that the Cunningham coal 
claims in Alaska be canceled has caused 
another to be filed with the President by 
Faicon Joslin of Seattle, who built the 
Tanana Valley Railroad in Alaska. Joslin 
calls Mr. Pinchot ‘“a_ self-appointed 
champion and defender of the people of 
the United States,’’ and says his pretend- 
ed zeal in behalf of the people has been 
“hurtful and injurious in the extreme 
to Alaska.’’ Pinchot’s fear that officials 
will not protect the people from land- 
grabbing he regards as prompted “by a 
spirit of offense and insult.”” He adds: 

‘* He has written his hatred of Ballinger 
into his brief, and now sends it out to the 
world under the guise of a fair, judicial 
argument,”’ 

Pointing out that with 7,000,000 acres of 
coal lands in Alaska it would not create a 
monopoly if the Cunningham claims were 
allowed, he charges Pinchot with falsi- 
fication in saying the Cunningham cleims 
are worth $25,000,000, and makes a com- 
parison with the Pocahontas coal fields, 
where, he says, $100 an acre is a top 
price. Joslin says: 

“Mr. Pinchot contends that Mr. Cun- 
ningham and his thirty-odd friends are 
trying to defraud the Government out ot 
2,000 acres of coal lands. How? The law 
fixed the price at $10 per acre, and invited 
citizens to purchase it. The land was of- 
fered for sale, the claimants accepted the 
offer, and paid the money. 

‘* But Mr. Pinchot says that these claim- 
ants had a secret intention that after they 
had secured their titles they would all 
transfer them to one company, and that 
this secret intention, this purpose in the 
minds of the claimants, constituted a 
fraud upon the Government, that they had 
a fraudulent state of mind. This is too 
fine spun for s2nse.’’ 

Joslin says Pinchot concluded that the 
Alaskan coal land law of 1904 was not a 
good law and went to the “‘imperial oc- 
cupant of the White House,’’ who on Nov. 
, 1906, issued an order suspending it. 
** He not only — it,”’ says Joslin, 
“as to future applications, but suspended 
the rights of those already initiated under 
it. Was there ever a more despotic use 
of despotic power in this Nation? ’”’ 


WILL TRY FOR CADETSHIPS., 


Some 520 Applicants for West Point 
to Stand Test Jan. 10. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—As one means 
of meeting the demands of the army for 
more officers, Congress last year author- 
ized the appointment of cadets at the 


West Point Military Academy from each 
Congressional District, the candidate from 
which had served three years in the Mil- 
itary Academy, instead of at the end of 
the full four years’ course. As a result 
there will be an examination Jan. 10 at 
the academy and at various military posts 
of an unusually large number of appli- 
cants, the present estimate being about 
520. 

Basing the estimate on the records of 
previous examinations, about 160 of these 
young men should be found fitted for ad- 
mission, and they will join the new fourth 
class which begins its work next June. 


TO PLAN FOR CANAL TRADE. 


Commerce Between the Two Amerl- 
cas to be Discussed at Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Commerce of 
the countries of North and South Amer- 
ica and the necessity of their preparing 
for the opening of the Panama Canal will 
be discussed in their various phases at a@ 
Pan-American commercial conference to 
be held here during the week beginning 
Feb. 12 next under the auspices of the 
Pan-American Union. The meetings will 
be held in the auditorium of the new 
building of the Pan-American Union, 
known until recently as the International 
Bureau of the American Republics. The 
conference is expected to be more practi- 
cal and more comprehensive than any 
similar trade gathering ever assembled im 
the National capital. 

The purpose of the conferefiCe as ‘an- 
nounced by John Barrett, Director Gen- 
eral of the union, is to awaken the com- 
mercial organizations, business men, and 
Zeneral public of North and South Ameri- 
ca tO an appreciation of the possibilities 
of Pan-American commerce and the ne- 
cessity of getting ready for the commer- 
cial changes which will be brought about 
by the opening of the Panama Canal. No 
platform or resvlutions of a controversial! 
nature will »-e considered. The gathering 
will be absolutely non-partisan and non- 
political, devoted solely to education of 
those present about the conditions and 
opportunities of Pan-American commerce. 


TABLOID HORSE FEED NEXT. 


Lieutenant’s Compressed Forage Ra- 
tion to be Tried on Troop Horses. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Considerable 
success having been attained toward per- 
fecting a compressed ration for the mea 
of the army, in pursuance of the axiomat- 
ic policy of lightening the burdens of mov- 
ing troops, the War Department is ex- 
perimenting with a compressed forage 
ration, Lieut. Nathan C. Shiverick of the 
Third Cavalry at Fort Wingate, N. M., 
is the inventor of the process, and on be- 
half of the Government has been con- 
ducting important tests. A sample of the 


ration has been received at the War 
Department, together with a report of the 
experiments made in New Mexico. 

Lieut. Shiverick asserts that 10 pounds 
of this ration are equivalent to 12 pounds 
of oats, and that it can.be packed for 
transportation so as to save much in 
space and weight. Further tests of the 
forage ration will be made on the horses 
ot two troops of cavalry in the United 
States, and two troops in the Philippines, 
At the same time an investigation will be 
made to determine the keeping @alities 
of the material. 

The Quartermaster General of thse 
army has recommended that Lieut. Shiv- 
erick be permitted to have the process of 
preparing the forage ration patented, with 
the understanding that he will grant the 
United States unrestricted license to pre- 
pare it for Government use. 


MAY SELL THE SCORPION. 


Naval Ship at Constantinople Said 
Not to be Worth Needed Repairs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—In consonance 
with its policy of not expending for the 
repairs of naval vessels large sums of 
money, wholly out of proportion with the 
value of the ships, the Navy Department, 
it is said, is debating whether it will be 
better to sell in a foreign port.the United 
States ship Scorpion, the station ship at 
Constantinople, or give her a thorough 
overhauling. Lieut. Commander Crosley, 
the commanding officer of the vessel, has 
reported the need of extensive alterations 
if the vessel is to be kept in Turkish 
waters. 

It has been intimated that the ship is in 
no condition to be brought home, or even 
taken to a British dock yard, as was at 
one time contemplated. The estimate 
for the cost of repairs which was made 
by an Austrian firm at Trieste is under- 
stood to call for the expenditure of a 
large amount of money.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Fraudulent 
“loading”’ of leather by the use of 
Slucose and other materials is being prac- 
ticed to an immense extent, to the great 
detriment of the lower quality of shoes, 
according to information laid before Con- 
gress by Dr. Wiley, the chemist of the 
Devartment of Agricvliture. Dr. Wiley 
has gathered a collection of Samples of 
this loaded leather and has pronounced 
the work “a simple fraud.”

COAL PRODUCTION 
NEARLY A RECORD 





Despite Prolonged Strike in 
Western States. 





MANY MINERS OUT OF WORK 





Anthracite Mines of Pennsylvania Pro- 
duced 83,000,000 Tons—Bifuminous 
Output Nearly 400,000,000 Tons.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—According to 
reports received by the United States 
Geological Survey from coal mine oper- 
ators and others familiar with the indus- 
try, the production of coal in the United ! 
States during 1910 was between 475,000,000 
and 485,000,000 short tons, a considerable 
increase from the output of 459,715,704 
short tons in 1909 and approximately 
within 1-per cent. of the maximum pre- 
vious record of 480,363,424 tons, produced 
in 1907. 

The most important factor influencing 
the coal mining industry in 1910 was the 
prolonged strike in Illinois and the South- 
western States. 


Notable increases in production were 
made in the western counties of Ken- 
tucky, in Western Pennsylvania, and in 
Ohlo, West Virginia, Alabama, Colorado, 
New Mexico, and Montana. The States 
whose production was reduced by the 
strike were Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, 
Arkansas, and Oklahoma. It was claimed 
by the miners’ organization that on June 
a 60,000 miners were idle in Illinois and 
35,000 in the Southwest—that is, in Kan- 
Sas, Missouri, Arkansas, Oklahoma, and 
Texas. : 

In Illinois from 25 to 30 per cent. of the 
normal output of the State was being pro- 
duced at the time the strike ended and 
this continuous production was a potent 


factor in bringing the operators to terms 
with the miners. 


Of the total production in 1910 the an- 
thracite mines of Pennsylvania contrib- 
uted Nearly 83,000,000 short tons and the 
bituminous mines between 390,000,000 and 
400,000,000 tons. 


COPPER OUTPUT DROPS. 


Below Figure of 1909, but Above That 
of Any Previous Year. 


WASHINGTON,: Jan. 2.—The United 
States Geological Survey to-day made 
public figures on the 1910 production of 
copper, lead, zinc, and tungsten in the 
United States. The copper output falls 
corsiderably short of the 1909 production 
but is above any previous year. The 1910 
figuwes for blister and lake copper are 
1,079,000,000 pounds as against 1,092,951,- 
624 pounds in 1909. 

On the other hand, the consumption of 
copper in the United States was the larg- 
est on record, reaching 700,000,000 pounds. 
Exports were also about 700,000,000 
pounds. / 

For 1910 Arizona again takes the lead 
among the copper producing States and 
Territories. 

The lead smelting industry had a busy 
year, the total output exceeding that of 
1909 by a comfortable margin. The total 
production of refined lead in the United 


States from foreign and domestic ores 
was approximately 469.682 short tons, 
worth at the average New York price 
$41;332,016, as compared with 448,112 tons 
in 1909. Missouri retained first place 
amorg the lead-producing States. 

The total production of zine in the 
United States in 1910 bréke all records, 
amounting to a total of 267,423 tons) 
worth at the average price $28,881,584, as 
compared with 255,760 tons in 1909. 

There was a strong demand for tungsten 
ores throughout the year, and the produc- 
tion rose to 1,824 short tons, valued at 
$832,992.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Army officers 
on duty in Washington are taking much

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BRANDEIS FILES HIS BRIEF. 


Urges Economy Against Rate 
creases in 178 Pages. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Louis D. 
Brandeis, as counsel in behalf ef the Traf- 
fic Committee of the commercial organ- 
izations of the Atlantic seaboard, has 
fiied his brief before the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission in the matter of the 
investigation of proposed advances in 
freight rates by carriers in the official 
classification territory—that part of the 
country north of the Ohio and Potomac 
Rivers and east of the Mississippi. 

This brief is a document of 178 pages, 
setting forth the arguments advanced by 
Mr. Brandeis and other attorneys during 
the recent hearings before the commis- 
sion, Eighty pages are devoted to an ex- 
position of the value of scientific man- 
agement as a means of securing the econ- 
omies that would make it unnecessary to 
advance rates. 

Speaking ofthe belief he advanced at 
the outset of the hearings for the shippers 
that the railroads could, if they would, 
Save a million dollars a day in their ex- 
penditures, Mr. Brandeis urges that the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission should 
on its own initiative undertake an inves- 
tigation to determine if scientific man- 
agement could be applied to railroad oper- 
ations, and says that the commission 
could get witnesses connected with rail- 
roads that the shippers could not get, as 
an attempt to do so would have been re- 
garded as an act of hostility to the care 
riers. 

The total freight tonnage of the lines 
affected for the calendar year 1909 was 
626,321,975. Of this tonnage, it is pointed 
out, less than 8 per cent. moved un- 
der class rates, the rates affected 
ry the proposed changes, yet of 
the freight revenue of these railroads 
for the calendar year 1909 nearly 22 per 
cent. ($103,271,823) was derived from class 
rates. These rates govern in the ship- 
ment of over four thousand articles of 
commerce, including most of the necessi- 
ties of life and’ articles of competitive 
commerce. The proposed increases vary 
from 8 per cent. to 2Y per cent, aver- 
aging approximately 16 per cent. 

Mr. Brandeis indicates that he consid- 
ers the great question involved in the in- 
vestigation to be the statement of Presi- 
dent Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
that ‘“‘the tendency of rates will be to 
continue upward ’’—that is, that there will 
be a progressive increase in rates. 

‘As an alternative to the railroads’ 
practice of combining to increase rates, 
suggests Mr. Brandeis, ‘‘ we offer co-oper- 
ation to reduce costs. Instead of a dan- 
verous makeshift, we offer a construct- 
ive policy—scientific management, under 
which, as costs fall, wages rise.’ 

The consumer, he points out, should 
“beware of the vicious circle of ever- 
increasing freight rates an ever-increas- 
ing cost of living.”’ 

As to the argument of the railroads 
that they need additional revenues on ac- 
count of required increases in wages, Mr. 
Brandeis submits that some railroads do 
not need additional income, and in some 
others any existing need of additional in- 
come is due to causes other than wage 
increases or acts of Congress. 

The roads which, he believes, need no 
additional income are the _ Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western, the Philadelphia 
& Reading, the Pittsburg & Lake Erie, 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, the 
Lehigh Vailey, the Delaware & Hudson, 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad. Those 
lines which may need additional income 
for reasons other than necessary increases 
in operating expenses are put in the brief 
as the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford, the New York Central, and the Bal- 
timore & Ohio. These are given as ex- 
amples of this class of roads, 

As to the impairment of the credit of 
railroads—if such impairment exists—he 
cites the car repair graft of the Illinois 
Central, the embezzlement by the Treas- 
vrer of the Big Four, the graft on the 
Pennsylvania and Baltimore & Ohio, the 
Chicago & Alton scandal, &c., to show 
that causes of such impairment exist out- 
side of any effects of legislation. 


TO TRAP ARGENTINE ANTS. 


Method Tried by Department of Ag- 
riculture to Eliminate Pest. 


WASHINGTON, Jat. 2.—Trapping ants 
is a new method of elimination of insect 
pests which the Department of Agricul- 
ture Experts are watching. In Louisiana 
and California the Argentine ant, the most 
persistent ever known by the biologists 
of the Government, has been damaging 
horticulture by carrying scale insecis 
from infested to uninfested trees and in 


other ways, and all anti-ant campaigns 
have so far failed as to this species. 

According to the department the ant 
was probably introduced into this country 
during the New Orleans Cotton Exposi- 
tion in 1884. The ants spread through the 
city, proved a great nuisance to the stores 
and houses, and swarmed into the houscs 
to such an extent, according to the de- 
partment, ‘‘ that it was dangerous to let 
babies go to sleep in their cradles, and at 
Baton Rouge they were particularly dan- 
gerous and troublesame.”’ 

California authorities who are collab- 
orating with the department have con- 
sidered a trapping process that they think 
favorably of, and in Louisiana flooding 
inay control the vest.

ARCTIC SPECIMENS — 
REACH THE MUSEUM 


Rare Birds and Mammals Sent 
Here by the Expedition to 
the Far North. 








IN THE WILDS TWO YEARS 





Collection of Caribou Now Considered 
One of the Most Complete 
in the World. 





After months of journeying over land 
and sea, twenty-one boxes have been re- 
ceived by the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History containing a part of the val- 
uable collection of birds and mammals 
numbering several hundred specimens 
brought together above the arctic circle 
by M. Stefannson and Dr. Rudolph M. 
Anderson, sent out hearly three years 
ago by the museum authorities. 

The boxes, nearly all large and heavy, 
arrived some days ago, but were held up 
by customs regulations, and have just 
been delivered at the Museum and opened, 
For the most part the specimens represent 
unceasing and often perilous research 
along the Colville River, the Mackenzie 
River and delta, Point Barrow, Herschel 
Island, and other points tn the Far North 
along and even beyond the seventieth 
parallel. 

Though the difficulties encountered by 
the leaders of the expedition, Mr. Stefann- 
son and Dr. Anderson, and their Eskimo 
assistants were almost insurmountable at 
times, the problem of getting their bulky 
hundred-weights of skins, crude Eskimo 
implements of housekeeping, hunting, and 
warfare, and other specimens to New 
York was finally solved. How and where 
the collection was committed to boxes no 
one at the Museum knows. Presumably 
it was shipped by sledges overland to the 
west coast of Alaska, and thence trans- 
ported by a whaling vessel which bv 
chance happened to be bound for San 
Francisco. From that city it came by 
freight across the continent, 

The Museum authorities consider the 
specimens in the collection of great value 
particularly as they filled wide gaps tts 
certain of the Institution's present col- 


lections which re 
present North - 
lca beyond the sixty-fifth parallel. — 


Topping the list now sent are specimena 
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of barren ground caribou, captured by 


the explorers west of the mouth of the). 


Mackenzie River. These caribou in par- 
ticular are prized at the Museum, since 
the collection installed some years ago 
and since occasionally added to was still 
far from complete until the present series 
arrived. With it the Museum has in this 
the most valuable and complete,collection 
of its kind in this country, or the world 
for that matter. 

The Museum already has the valuable 
Peary caribou, together with some fine 
specimens brought from Hudson Bay and 
the Alaskan peninsula. Recounting the 
new treasures yesterday, Prof. J. J. Allen, 
Curator of the Department of Mammalogy 
of the Museum, said yesterday: 

“There are two groups of the caribou, 
woodland or forest caribou, and those 
indigenous to the barren far north coun- 
try. We now have several specimens of | 
the barren ground kind, which will be | 
new to Museum visitors. The shipment | 
from Stefannson and Anderson also con- | 
tains a fine series of white sheep, cap- | 
tured along the Arctic Circle. Some of 
these sheep range all over the Yukon) 
section of Alaska and Canada.

The small mammals in the collection | 
are numerous, including weasels of sev- | 
eral kinds, among th2m the short-talled | 
arctic, weasel; arctic foxes, red’ foxes, | 
ground squirrels, (several species,) and 
also several kinds of wild mice. The col- 
lection also embraces more than 200 birds | 
of kinds peculiar to the arctic regions. | 
There are specimens of the jaeger and 
other gulls, various species of wild ducks 
and geese, including the spectacled eider, 
two species of ptarmigan in Summer and 
Winter dress, and many kinds of shore 
birds of that frozen region; also finches, 
sparrows, including the Lapland larkspur, 
snow sparrow, and red poles. 

Some of the other notable birds in the 
collection are the wheat lark, horn lark, 
sandhill cranes, and several species of 
hawk. The collectors also sent specimens 
of the whistling swan, black trout, red- 
throated loon, American golden plover, 
and the black-billed plover.

Stefannson and Anderson explored a 
wide stretch of Alaskan territory along 
the Arctic Ocean, some of the sections 
visited being the Hula-Hula River, in 
Northeastern Alaska; Flaxman Island, 
Barter and Herschel Islands, Point Bar- 
row, Point Toker, the Endicott Moun- 
tains in Northern Alaska, and the great 
delta of the Mackenzie River. They left 
this city in the Spring of 1908. They ex- 
pected then to be gone two years at most, 
but were so successful that they have de- 
cided to remain another year in spite of 
the fact that both men_have suffered 
greatly from hardships and are anxious to 
see their families again.

Drivers Peddie Loaves from House 
to House, Giving Away What 
They Can't Sell. 








THE UNION FIGHTING BACK 





Housewives Take Up its Cause and 
Pledce Themselves Not to Buy or 
Accept Non-Union Bread. 





A three-cornered fight is on in Browns- 
ville for the retail home bread trade, and 
the $6,000,000 Bread Trugi, which was in- 
corporated last February with emphatic 
denials of desféns on any but the grocery 
and hotel bread trade, has started a vig- 
crous campaign of peddling from house 
to house with big wagon loads of bread 
offered at reduced prices, and frequent- 
ly, it-is said, gratis. 

Meanwhile, the small retail bakers of 
Brownsville, assisted by the Bakers’ 
Union, have had a meeting at which 
pledges were taken to discourage the con- 
sumption of non-union or trust-made 
bread; housewives have joined the bov- 
cott, even to the point of refusing the 
free bread and paying the trust drivers 
in blows. 

The third element of the fight will be 
added to-day, when Ward & *"Korby, a 
large independent concern recently capi- 
talized at several million dollars, will at- 
tempt to send out its wagons also with 
cheapered or .free bread for house-to- 
house sale, in competition both with the 
trust and the-small union shops. Bread 
is a-begging in Brownsville. It may 
come to Manhattan and the Bronx on 
similar terms. 

The Bread Trust, known as the Shults 
Bread Company, was organized last Feb- 
Truary as a combination of twelve large 
bakeries of Brooklyn, Manhattan, and 
New Jersey, having a combined output of 
12,000 barrels a day, one-tenth the total 
bread output of New York. The bakeries 
in this trust are: 

The John H. ShultS Company of 77 Har- 
rison Avenue, Brooklyn; the Hildebrand 
Baking Company of 505 Carroll Street, 
Brooklyn; the Probst & Schocmaker Com-

East Seventy-fifth Street; F. Egler &

Policy of the Trust. 


Officers of the trust asserted at the 
time of its organization that they did not 
contemplate entering the family bread 
trade, but merely that of groceries, deli- 
catessen stores, hotels, and restaurants, 
half the entire consumption of which the 
trust supplied. The organization, it was 
Said, had been effected merely to procure 
/ advantages in common purchases, and to 

enable the bakers to apportion the bréad 
delivery more economically by each sup- 
plying the locality nearest his shop. t 
was hoped also to do away with the large 
waste hitherto suffered through “ re- 
turns’ of unsold bread, which had re- 
. Sulted from the bakers supplying their 
-§@rocer customers with far more loaves 

than they coul4 sell. 

The trust bakeries were operated on 
the “open-shop’’ principle. Last May 
feveral of their German bakers went on 
Strike for a ‘‘closed shop.’’ The trust 
won, however, and the strikers went back. 
At the Dahn bakery it was said yesterday 
that the bakers’ Union thereupon retali- 
gated about two weeks ago by ordering 
the Jewish grocers of Brownsville and 
the Bronx to stop buying bread from the 
trust, alleging that the trust did not bake 
kosher bread—that is, bread without lard 
or grease. The kosher bakers threatened. 
it was said, otherwise to refuse to sell 
any kosher bread at aH to the grocers. 
As a result the trust lost the greater part 
of the kosher trade in Brownsville. 

Immediately the trust retaliated with 
offensive measures. The Dahn bakery, 
that of Probst & Shoemaker, the Shults 
bakery, and that of the Hildebrand Com- 
pany procured the services of several 
kosher bakers, and began putting out rye 
and kosher bread for sale in the Jewish 
quarters, and turn from the grocers to the 
homes for customers. 

The Dahn bakery, which started this 
trede with only two wagons, presently 
had four large ones in the peddling field, 
with three men and 400 loaves of bread 
on each. To-day they will add a fifth 
wagon, with a total of 2,000 loaves. The 
three other firms put out from two to five 
wagons each in the same field, making a 
total of about fifteen trust wagons. 


A Battle of Loaves. 


Joseph Krook, of 72 Suffolk Street, for- 
merly head officer and Financial Secre- 
tary of the Bronwnsville Bakers’ Union, 
gaid yesterday that the union had in- 
dorsed several of its men to take jobs as 
Grivers for the trust wagons and in this 
way learned what methods were being 
used in the sale of bread from house to 
house. 

“The trust bakers ordered the drivers 
to sell 4-cent loaves at two loaves for 5 
cents,’’ added Krook, ‘‘ and 7-cent loaves 
for 5 cents, whei possible, and to give the 
loaves away free if they could not sell 
them readily at these prices. In fact, 
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they were told to give away as many | 


who acted as drivers reported that they 
had cleared $4.50 a day in graft, in ad- 
dition to the $2 a day allowed them as 
wages. Moreover, three men were put on 
each wagon, where only one or two had 
been before because the house-to-house 
trade was much slower and more labor- 
ious than the delivery at freceries. 

“The wagons, which will hold from 200 
to 3,000 loaves, were packed to capacity 
in most cases, and the free bread thus 
distributed meant a loss of $400 a week 
to some of the bakers. But the drivers 
were unable to get rid of the bread in 
Brownsville even so. The union men 
held a meeting in the Metropolitan Sing- 
ers’ Hall on Friday night, at which 
more than 1,000 pledges were made to 
abstain from buying or accepting non- 
union bread. 

“Our women and women who sym- 
pathized with the unions were especially 
vigilant in picketing, following the wag- 
ons from door to door each morning at 
breakfast time and urging the house- 
wives not to buy from the trust. The 
orthodox housewives especially refused 
to buy, saying that the bread was not 
kosher. 

‘One union sympathizer, M. Latter- 
man, living in Pitkin Avenue, threw one 
of the trust drivers who offered him 
bread downstairs and scuffled with him 
in the hall. He received a stab in the 
back, and was brought before the meet- 
ing at the Metropolitan Singers’ Hall, 
where his appearance elicited much sym- 
pathy and great enthusiasm for the 
cause. 


Will Giwe Away Bread. 


**On Monday the Ward & Korby firm, 
which bakes its own bread and is one of 
the largest competitors of the trust, ex- 
pects to send out a. wagon to fight the 
trust with its own methods, giving away 
bread as long as the trust does. It may 
be, however, that the storm roused by 
the attempts already made may induce 
the firm to change its plan. The Ward 
& Korby firm is non-union.”’ 

According te Krook, the union’s greatest 
fear is that the trust will extend its in- 
vasion of the home field to the large 
Jewish settlement in the Bronx and there- 
after into Manhattan. Isaac Siegmeis- 
ter, counsel for the Brownsville union, 
said last night that the trust had set 
aside a large sum for this purpose, and 
that the union was determined to fight it 
to the last ditch. 

There are upward of 300 union kosher 
bakeshops in Brownsville, and all of them 
are trying to enlist their customers in 
the crusade against buying or accepting 
non-union bread. A meeting of more than 
1,000 persons was held for the purpose at 
1778 Pitkin Avenue, Brownsville, last 
night, where plans were discussed with a 
view to educating housewives of Browns- 
ville into abstaining from patronizing the 
trust or its non-union competitor. 

Another ‘meeting was held at the union 
headquarters at 387 Grand Street, in Man- 
hattan, and speeches of like sentiment 
were made. It was announced that sim- 
ilar meetings will,be held from time to 
time to stave off the spread of the non- 
union invasion to Manhattan and the 


East River. 

At the Dahn bakery last night it was! 
denied that @rivers had been ordered to 
give loaves of bread away, but the reduc- 
tion in price was admitted, as well as the 
resort to house-to-house peddling. This, 
it was said, was not designed as an of- 
fensive measure against the union, bit 
was forced upon the per! ye by the 
union’s action in cutting off the-grocery 
trade. No serious violence had been re- 
ported by any of the drivers, though one 
told of having been attacked by a woman 
who took three loaves of. bread and re- 
fused to pay for them, and, when he fol- 
lowed, turned on him, snatched away his 
bread basket, and bombarded him with 
loaves, till his helpers rescued him. Thé 
woman was arrested.

LIFE WASTED, SAYS LORAINE 





Most Fatalities Not “ Legitimate ”"— 
May Take a Century to Make Avia- 
tion of Practical Use, Says Wells.

LONDON, Jan. 2.—The terrible death- 
roll in the history of aviation, to which 
the names of Moisant and Hoxsey are 
the latest to be added, has aroused 
England to a strong feeling that some- 
thing must be done to prevent anything 
in the nature of the reckless endanger- 
ing of human life by flying competi- 
tions. 

This feeling is evidenced in the de- 
termination which the leading spirits 
of the British Aero Club are showing 
to devise measures by which unneces- 
sary risks in flying exhibitions for gate 
money may be restrained, and probably 
not a single meeting of this kind will 
be held in the United Kingdom under 
responsible auspices in the year just 
begun. 

Long-distance cross-country flights 
are being encouraged, for the fact that 
in the past year out of thirty-three 
deaths of aviators only two occurred in 
long-distance flights demonstrates that 
they are much less dangerous than ex- 
hibition flights, made partly to pander 
to the craving for sensation on the part 
of money-paying spectators. 

Robert Loraine in an interview to- 
@ay said: 

“No thinking man will deny that the 
price of progress has to be paid in 
aviation, just as in any other science, 
and no one ought to grudge the 
sacrifice. Neither thirty deaths, nor, 
for that matter, 30,000, will prevent 
persons from continuing to fly. In the 
peculiar psychology of flying a series of 
deaths, far from making aviators who 
@re still uninjured more careful, has 
precisely the opposite effect. On the 
old theory, possibly, that lightning does 
mot strike twice in the same place, 
those left imagine that the gods are ap- 
peased for a season. They, therefore, 
consider themselves immune from dis- 
ester, and do not fall to act accord- 
ingly. 

“A distressing feature which stands 
‘out in the series of deaths may be 

“found in the fact that the great ma- 
jority of the fatalities in the last year 
were not, so to speak, legitimate ones, 
but fatalities due to carelessness in 
some form or another on the part of 
the aviator. They may be classed 
under three heads: 1. Carelessness 
generally; 2, relaxation, of nervous ten- 
sion on the part of the pilot, ands, the 
~airman’s momentary loss of the hori- 
zontal or balance.” 

Over-confidence, in Mr. 
opinion, is the worst danger. 

Mr. Loraine has withdrawn all his 
entries for aviation contests in the 
course of the coming year. His decision 
to do so has no direct connection with 
the recent fatalities roll, but is due to 
private reasons.

CURTISS WINS AERO CUP. 


Captures Final Possession of Sclen- 
tific American Trophy. 


Glenn H. Curtiss, the aviator, became 
sole owner of the Scientific American 
Aeroplane Cup, the first trophy of the 
kind offered in this country, with the 
close of the year 1910. Curtiss won the 
cup three consecutive years, which en- 
titles him to permanent possession under 
the conditions of the offer, which called 
for the largest cross-country flights in 
America. 

The first flight in 1908 was made at 
Hammondsport, N. Y., after advertise- 
ment of his intention and before a com- 
mittee, The second was at Mineola, L. I., 
just before his victory at Rheims. ‘Lae 
award for 1910 was made for the Albany- 


New York flight, and completed the three 
victories necessary. 

The cup was originally offered for an 
observed flight of one kilometer, but, with 
the progress of aviation, the conditions 
for 1910 were changed to reward the 
longest cross-country flight previously 
announced, 


FOG STOPS AERO FLIGHT. 


Marcel Penot Will Attempt His Hud- 
son River Trip To-day.

Laurier Government Persuaded by the 
Attitude of the Farmers.

OTTAWA, Jan. 2.—Messrs. Fielding and 
Paterson, the Canadian representatives in 
the reciprocity conference to begin at 
Washington on Saturday, will go under 
instructions to continue the negotiations 
until the basis of an agreement has been 
reached.

Any arrangement entered into by 
Messrs. Fielding and Paterson will have 
to be submitted to the Dominion Parlia- 
ment for ratification. 

Ranged against the Government are 
those who fear that any arrangement en- 
tered into with the United States will en- 
danger British connections.

Word spread through the State Prison 
at Clinton, N. Y., a few days ago that 
{some valuable mineral, perhaps silver, had 
been discovered by the ‘“ pickaxe gang”’ 
of convicts at work on the excavations in 
the lower cellar of the prison. An hour 
after the alleged discovery each of the 
1,200 or more convicts knew all about it, 
and samples of the ‘“‘ore’’ were being 
passed along from workshop to kitchen 
and from kitchen to laundry, 

Soon there was much excitement in the 
prison and much discussion as to what 
rights the discoverers would have. Would 
the State appropriate the discovery? was 
what all the convicts wanted to know. 

The “ pickaxe gang’’ had been at work 
, determining the stability and depth of 
the wall foundations in the west end of 
the lower prison cellar. The gang had 
explored several feet into the earth when 
some curious mineral was found. It 
sparkled in the dirt like polished silver.

An authority told the 
prison officials that the ‘‘ore’’ would 
probably assay anywhere from 2 to 3 
cents @ ton, as it was only mica. 

There is one convict in Clinton Prison 
Who believes he has discovered a new 
process for making imitation brownstone 
blocks which will make him both fa- 
mous and wealthy some day when he gets 
vut of prison. To the convicts he is 
known as ‘‘Pike.’’ 

In describing Pike’s discovery the last 
issue of the Star of Hope, the prison 
journal, has this to say: 

“The sheer delight and unalloyed joy 
on the phiz of King Jon when signing 
the Magna Charta wasn't a circumstance 
compared with the radiant face with 
which our incomparable Pike meets all 
comers this festive season. And why? 
All on account of those imitation brown- 
stone blocks, some half dozen of them 


now on exhibition at his ‘ brickyard.’ The 
pigments used in the coloring is a secret 
at present, but he sees the usual millions 
in it, and incidentally the sixty horse 
power auto, the country cottage, town 
house, and innumerable meal tickets to be 
his after his release.’’

There is on file on Governors Island, 
the headquarters of the Department of 
the East, a statement from Dr. George D. 
Samson of Burlington, Vt., the civilian 
dentist who treated the army convict 
Lucia, who, Millard’s informant said, had 
died of blood poisoning following the ex- 
traction of his tooth by a Sergeant in the 
army. According to the Millard article, 
the Sergeant broke Lucia’s jaw in the ef- 


fort to pull the tooth. 

‘TY am very giad,” Dr. Samson says in 
his statement, ‘‘to give my opinion of 
the case and my indorsement of the Gov- 
ernment through .w«.ajor Wilson and his 
assistants, who I know did everything 
possible to save the man’s life, and 
spared neither time nor attention to gain 
that end.” 

In Lucia’s case First Lieut. Ray Ww. 
Mills, Medical Reserve Corps, was the 
man who extracted three of the prison- 
er’s teeth, and not an enlisted man, as 
the article says. No bones were broken, 
and the records show that the man died 
more than six weeks later of bone ne- 
ecrosis and taxaenja. Dr. Samson's state- 
ment confirms everything said by Lieut. 
Mills. 

When Trooper Walter Rodgers was 
tried for his second desertion his counsel 
was Second Lieut. William W. Edwards, 
Tenth Cavalry. Lieut. Edwards is cer- 
tain that Kodgers is Mr. Millard’s infor- 
mant. 

‘‘T have the honor to state,’’ Lieut. 
Edwards says in His statement, ‘‘that I 
believe the hero of the story to be a man 
named Walter B. Rodgers, who surren- 
dered himself as a deserted at this post 
last Spring. I was appointed counsel in 
this man’s case. My reason for think- 
ing that Walter B. Rodgers is the man 
who is reported by Bailey Millard in the 
aforesaid article is that the man Rodgers 
told me the same story of his where- 
abouts after he left the service the sec- 
ond time as he told to Mr. Millard.’’ 

Another statement in the deserter’s 
story to Mr. Millard was denied yester- 
day by United States Senator W. Mur- 
ray Crane of Massachusetts. The desert- 
er in his statement said that he escaped 
trial for his first desertion because his 
mother had been able to get three Sen- 


ators, one of whom was Mr. Crane, to 
fix things with the military authorities. 
Here is that part of the article in which 
Senator Crane is mentioned: 

What was the reason I was not thrust 
into prison and made to serve a long term 
at hard labor? Simply that my mother 
had managed to get three United States 
Senators, one of them no less @ man than 
W. M. Crane of Massachusetts, to fix things 
with the military authorities so that I, a 
Geserter from the army for one year and 
one month, could go back to my troop a 
free man! What would have happened if 
my family had had no money and no in- 
fluence? Why, I should be serving three 

ears at least in a garrison prison or at 

ort Leavenworth. But I made no com- 
plaint, rest assured of that. 

Tue Times telegraphed to Senator Crane 
on Sunday night, asking if the statement 
as to his being one of the three Senators 
referred to was true. This is Senator 
Crane’s reply:

The records in the Rodgers case show 
that he was not tried for the first deser- 
tion. ‘‘ Returned to duty without trial,’ 
the record in the case reads. 

In connection with the Millard article, 
an officer yesterday referred to the report 
of Secretary of War Dickinson, made 

ublic recently, in which the Secretary 
1nd this to say about desertion in the 
army: 

‘*For a number of years past extraor- 
dinary efforts have been made by the de- 
partment to reduce desertion. The dis- 
tinguishing features of the course adopted 
consist in prompt and vigorous pursuit of 
@ deserter by means practically certain 
to result in his apprehension and subse- 
quent punishment as a military convict 
under the hard and rigorous conditions of 
prison discipline. 

‘* During the fiscal year 1910 this policy 
was continued with unabated vigor. It is 
gratifying to be able to report that the 
number of desertions was 30.6 per cent. 
less than for the preceding year, and that 
the 3.464 desertions give a percentage of 
8.66 for 1910 against 4.97 for 1909. The 
relative number of desertions, as shown 
by the report of the Adjutant General of 
the Army, was less than in any fiscal 
vear since 1899, and included a decrease 
n the percentages of desertion in every. 
branch of the service compared with 1909, 
and a decrease in every branch of the 
service for each year since 1904 except in 
the Coast Artillery for 1908. The de- 
crease from 1909 was most marked in the 
engineers, field artfilery, and cavalry. 

“The results of the new policy, as 
shown in the report of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, would seem to justify its adoption, 
and I invite attention to the discussion of 
the subject contained in his annual report 
for this year. 

“The attitude of the War Department 
toward this matter is that. its duty is to 
safecuard ana protect the interests of the 
army—to correct the evil rather than to 
reform the evildoer, 
duce desertion to the minimum, and in 
aid of that purpose it seeks to impress 
the fact that desertion from the army, 
which in time of war may be punishable 
as death, is in time of peace a criminal 
offense; that the pursuit of the desert- 
er will be unremitting and his punish-

MILLARD RIDICULES INQUIRY. 


Author of “ Deserters ’ Story Scoffs 
at the Army Investigation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For a long time I have felt under deep 
Obligation to your great journal for en- 
lightening me from day to day on many 
subjects. This obligation has been in- 
creased by an article you printed this 
morning, headed, ‘‘ Deserter Story Stirs 
Army Officers.”” Of course you could 
have had but one object in printing this 
exclusive piece of news, and that was 
to insure your readers a really happy 
New Year. For what a welilspring of 
infinite delight is here! The army inves- 
tigating itself. Is it not a spectacle to 
make the gods fall out of their seats 
while tears of joy roll down kheir godly 
cheeks? 

The high officials of the War Depart- 
ment wanted to know who the man was 
that told me ‘“‘ The Story of a Deserter,’’ 
published in The Cosmopolitan, and if his 
tale were true. After a while they 
thought they had discovered, by infer- 
ence, that his name was Walter B. Rodg- 
ers, a trooper of the Eleventh Cavalry, 
who, they said, had deserted twice from 
Fort Ethan Allen. They sent officers to 
that post to make rigid inguiry of the 
soldiers, proceeding, I suppose, after the 
usual manner of military inspectors who 
send word to a garrison a week ahead 
that they are coming to inspect it. 

After these officers had inquired, they 
gravely reported back that the soldiers 
of the post, in reply to their questions, 
had said that the charges made by my 
deserter as to poor food and bad treat- 
ment, were unfounded. This report the 
public is supposed to gulp down as gos- 
gel truth. The soldiers replied that con- 
ditions at Fort Ethan Allen were all that 
could be desired! Now how, in the name 
of ail tne verities, could soldiers, ques- 
tioned by officers, haye been expected to 
reply in any other way? Does the public 
know what a soldier in the regular army 
is, and what he dares and dares not do 
when questioned by an officer? Does it 
know that, first, last, and afl the time, the 
enlisted man’s will is subject to that of 
the officer? 

Hundreds of letters have I received from 
regular soldiers since the publication of 
my army articles, telling me _ that, 
although they are/ willing to testify pri- 
vately, they dare not make open com- 
plaint against their superiors—that to do 
so would mean a court-martial or im- 
prisonment—not for that direct cause, but 
for another that would be quickly found. 

Until one has studied the matter close- 
ly, ag I have studied it, one cannot be- 
gin to realize the polar gulf between of- 
ficer and man. It is unfathomable, it is 
insuperable, and it is the chief reason 
for the state of things referred to by 
Mr. Taft, then Secretary of War, in his 
report for 1907, when he said that, as a 
rule, the best and most desirable men do 
not join the army. 

But there are good men in the army, 
and these dare make no. open report 
against the sad conditions that prevail 
within it. There are also shoals of toadies 
that, in the hope of favor or preferment, 
would declare that black was white or 
red or blue or any other color the officer 
wished to have it. 

There are good officers, valiant men 
and true, in the army, but where the or- 
ganization from which they make their 
bread and butter and in which they wear 
proud shoulder straps, is attacked, what 
are they going to find when the subject 
matter of these attacks is investigated by 
them? They would find at Fort Ethan 
Allen, if it suited thém, that the Major 
never had seen a pig, and that there 
wasn’t a pail on the whole reservation. 

For the present, I am bound not to re- 
veal the name of my informant, as I told 
Col. Gale, but permit me to state that Ahe 
said informant {fs a@ most truthful and 
trustworthy man. 
ployed tn a place of trust by the manager 
of an agency of one of the largest cor- 








Magazine writers, as a rule, do not re-

FEARS MASONRY IN EUROPE. 


Count du Monceau Lays Religious 
Troubles to Its Influence. 








Count Jean du Monceau of Belgium, 
who is staying at the Hotel St. Regis for 
a few weeks to study the social and in- 
dustrial life of this city, expressed the 
opinion to a Times reporter yesterday that 
the religious differences in France, Italy, 
Spain, and Belgium had been primarily 
caused by the Free Masons. 

‘‘The influence of Free Masonry on the 
Continent of Burope,’’ the Caunt said, 
“is working against every kind of relig- 
ion, especially the Roman Catholic, and 
instilling atheism in the minds of the 
people. I have just received a letter 
from Brussels, which says that, in order 
that the children shall not be brought up 
without any religious belief, several Mem- 
bers of the best families have formed an 
anti-Masonic club in that city to fight 
against the spread of modern Masonic 
doctrines as they are taught there. 

‘*In 1750,’’ the Count continued, “ when 
Free Masonry first attracted attention in 
Europe, some of the best men in the land 
became members of the order, which was 
looked upon then as a social club, where 
men were chosen for their merit and not 
their worldly possessions or rank. In the 
United States and in England to-day the 
conditions I understand are the same in 
Masonry as they were in my country 4a 
century and a half ago. In Belgium we 
are prospering in all branches of com- 
mercial life. There is only one canker 
and that is Free Masonry. 

‘* Belgian Free Masons wish to do away 
with all forms of religious belief. They 
teach the children that they are simply 
matter, and that for them death ends all, 
just as in the case of the dog that pulls 
the milk cart in the country. It is a bad 
thing for any country to teach the young 
that there {is no God and that nothing 
matters. They also try to set one class 
against the other and introduce Masonry 
into politics as well as into the Church.

nard’’ had been well established. He 
therefore asked for the conviction of 
D’'Aulby, whom, he said, he considered a 
“high-flying swindler and adventurer 
who lived luxuriously by throwing powder 
into the eyes of his victims.’”’ 

The Prosecutor also laid stress on the 
charge of attempted fraud in connection 
with a pretended contract between D’Aul- 
by and the late Mr. Paine, and read 
threatening letters alleged to have been 
written by D’Aulby to Mrs. Paine after 
the rupture.

The Central Trust Company, one of the 
defendants in the equity suit instituted 
by Mrs. Mary Adelaide Yerkes, widow

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GOV. DIX’S ADDRESS. 

Gov. Drx’s inaugural address is 
one which every man can read easily, 
and cught to read thoughtfully. Apart 
from personal references both modest 
and confident in their expression, he 
confines himself to a single topic, which 
trvolves the entire tax policy of the 
State. The anticipated deficit of the 
State is over thirteen millions of dollars, 
or more than the total expenditures of 
the State twenty-five years ago. It 
would be idle to emphasize a fact like 
that, and the Governor does not attempt 
%& He calmly says that something ought 
te be Gone about it, and he proposes to 
@e tt. Elverybody is interested in what 
be proposes, and should pay attention 
to what he says, and have an opinion 
ebonut it. 

The tone of the Governors address 
mmy be gathered from the fact that the 
words Democrat and Republican do not 
eoour in it. He speaks throughout as 
the Governor of the State, not as the 
Governor of the Democratic Party, and 
he.proposes nothing which any member 
ef any party can oppose on partisan 
grounds. Nevertheless it is useful to 
recall that the preceding Democratic 
Governor of New York was FLowne, in 
$8D4. Since then the Btate’s expenses 
have risen from $15,713,578 to $83,- 
602,224. In that interval direct taxa- 
tton of property for State purposes was 
gbolished, and was replaced by indirect 
taxation, that is by taxes on corpora- 
tions, inheritances, stock transfers, 
mortgages, liquor sellers, and #0 on. 
The fact that the deficit on the estimates 
for the year is only thirteen millions 
fs due to the flood of money which the 
Btate received, and which there was 
4ifficulty tn spending. In 1808 the Con- 
troller reported a cash balance in the 











. Treasury of $31,735,076, and a surplus 


of $12,857,784. Now the Controller re- 
ports that the flood ts subsiding. The 
taxes are so severe that they are being 
evaded, and, if there should be any 
subsidence in the remarkable prosperity 
which the State has enjoyed in recent 
years, that fact of itself would 
the State’s Income. The Con- 
troller says: 
Y firmly believe, therefore, thet a 
direct tax should be levied to afford 


adequate revenues for the maintenance 
of the State Government. 


And Gov. Drx, the Governor who 
does not use the word Democrat, 
differs with the Republican Controller. 
It is to be remarked how closely the 
situation repeats that when President 
CLEVELAND succeeded President HARRI- 
son. It is further worth remarking 
that Gov. Drx deals with the emptying, 
we almost said looting, of the State 
Treasury in the manner In which the 
Democratic President dealt with the 
emptying of the National Treasury. 
Heonomy is Drx’s watchword as ft was 
CLEVELAND'S. He plainly declares that 
the State its living beyond its means, 
and he prefers to reduce expenses 
rather than to restore direct taxation 
withont removing fndirect. As a sub- 
etitute method of taxation, indirect 
taxes, which are pHid withont anybody 
noticing. ft, have their attractions, 
which fail when the plan is to make 
them an additional tax. There is the 
further objection to restoring direct 
taxation that we have not availed our- 
séives of one reason for abolishing it, 
thet is to afford an opportunity to en- 
act local option in taxation, whereby 
those communities which preferred to 
abolish taxation of personal property 
might do so, and also those which pre- 
ferred to retain it might do so. 

Gov. Drx is under no illusion regard- 


ing the effect of retrenchment. Spend- 


* ers, and reformers who promise every- 


thing at the expense of others, are al- 
Ways most popular until the time for 
eobering up arrives. Then the blame 


_ for the introduction of sober and steady 


methods falls upon those who succeed 
to the emptied Treasury. Gov. Drx will 
need support in what he proposes: 


The cutting off of all unnecessary or 
wasteful expenditures, by abolishing 
sinecures and unnecessary offices, by 
giving to the public dollar the same 
purchasing power as the private dol- 
lar, and by toning up and vitalizing 
_the public service so as to bring home 
-¢o each individual public servant a 
“continuing realization of the truth that 
in public service he owes to the State 
and to himself the same energetic, 
faithful, and unselfish performances of 
his duties that he would exercise if he 
were earnestly striving to further and 

~edvance his own private interests. 


It is easy to recall those who at- 
tempted more ambitious things, and 
performed so little as to leave this op- 
portunty to Gov. Dix. He deliberately 
turns from the easy and cheap popu- 
larity to be attained by policies such as 

can recall, policies that. requlted ‘in 


; jest 
Be tins he. 
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leaving the State’s finances in this 
‘mess. The Governor aspires to noth- 
ing more ambitious than the simple 
and necessary task of treating the 
State’s expenditure to the same pruning 
process as that by which prudent men 
escape bankruptcy. He seems to be 
just the man for the task, and he has a 
right to ask specially for Republican 
support. No Democrat can withhold 
support, even though some of that 
party have professed a desire to sub-

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BRITISH NEW YEAR HONORS. 

The British Prime Minister may yet 
have in mind the summary creation of 
500 new peers to support the policy of 
his party in the near future. For once 
the New Year’s honors include no new 
The House of Lords stands 
as it was to meet the approaching con- 
test. This omission alone makes the 
list of honors'noteworthy, but the list 
calls for little more comment. A num- 
ber of eminent gentlemen have secured 
the privilege to be addressed as Right 
Honorable by appointment to the Privy 
Council, and one of these is a colifer 
and labor leader of Glamorganshire, 
WILLIAM ABRAHAM. That time brings 
its revenges is again indicated in the 
elevation to a baronetcy of Dr. Jamn- 
son, the South African raider, whose 
very mame was anathema to Mr. 
ASQUITR’s illustrious predecessor, Sir 
HENRY CAMPBELU.- BANNERMAN. Sir 
LEANDER STARR JAMBESON, Bart., is now 
@ member of Parliament in the new and 
bustling Federation of South Africa, and 
the preliminaries of the Boer war are 
forgotten. 

The empty, yet always coveted, honor 
of knighthood falls upon JosErpH Lyons, 
whose London renown is oalosely as- 
sociated with tea and buns at three- 
pence—hot, strong tea and commend- 
able buns.

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THE NEW CITY GOVERNMENT. 

During the past year the City of New 
York has had its affairs conducted un- 
der what is practically a new system 
and with extremely valuable and prom- 
ising results. There has been no 
change in the law. The offices remain 
the same, with the same powers, op- 
portunities, and duties. But there has 
been an entirely novel spirit and a 
principle not heretofore understood or 
employed, and these have secured re- 
markable results and made others still 
more remarkable possible. This change 
has been brought about by the Board of 
Estimate, which in popular phrase has 
been worked for all it is worth, and in 
the process has developed constantly 
greater worth, from which greater 
achievements may reasonably be ex- 
pected, 

The essence of the usefulness of the 
Board of Estimate is precisely that of 
the power of the House of Commons 
in the British Parliament; it holds 
the purse strings. Its composition 
is not particularly logical, but in 
practice, under the guidance of able 
and strong men, it has been made to 
act with efficiency. The members of 
the board afe eight in number: The 
Mayor, who is President of the Board: 
the Controller, the President of the 
Board of Aldermen, each of these three 
being elected by the vote of the whole 
city, and the Presidents of the five bor- 
oughs, The first three have three votes 
each, or nine in all, and a majority in 
the total; the Presidents of Manhattan 
and Brooklyn have two votes each, and 
the others one. When at the election 
in the Fall of 1909 it turned out that 
the Mayor was the only oandidate of 
the regular Democrats who was elect- 
ed, while twelve of the votes in the 
Board of Estimate were in the hands 
of men elected on an opposition ticket, 
there was reasonable expectation among 
the politicians that discord would pre- 
vailin the board. Exactly the opposite 
has so far almost completely taken 
place. The board has on the whole acted 
with greater harmony and united en- 
ergy than usually occurs tn boards polit- 
ically agreed. Broadly apeaking, this 
is due to the fact that the action of the 
board has been extraordinarily free 
from political purpose. There have 
been pronounced differences between 
the members, and some of them have 
seemed deeply tinge@ with personal 
feeling, but in the proceedings of the 
board personal considerations have 
been repressed to a degree highly hon- 
orable to all concerned. 

Much of the efficiency of the board 
has been due to the unusual equipment 
and personal force and ability*of three 
men, Mayor Garnor, President Mrrcuxer 
of the Aldermen, and President Mc- 
AnENyY of Manhattan. The Mayor has 
made a study of municipal govern- 
ment for years. Mr. Mironmr, in the 
official investigations with which he 
had been charged as Commissioner of 
Accounts, had become thoroughly fa- 








miliar with the detalls of the operations 
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various departments. Mr. Mc- 


ANmNY, in connection with his work in 
civil service reform, as President of the 
City Club, as member of the late Char- 
ter Commission, and through his work 
in the investigation of the police, had 
acquired a fund of information and an 
intelligent and comprehensive . under- 
standing of the whole subject of city 
administration rarely equaied. Of the 
other members of the board, the Con- 
troller, with less direct preparation and 
experience, has sound business princi- 
ples and methods, 
valuable service. 

The most striking and_ substantial 
work of the board has been the firm 
and energetic treatment of the ex- 
penditures of the city as a whole, the 
co-ordination of resources and require- 
ments, the application to all the depart- 
ments of uniform principles of adminis- 
tration so far as practicable. This has 
been under the immediate charge of 
the Budget Committee of the board, 
consisting ‘of Messrs. PRENDERGAST, 
MitcHenL, and MoANrENY, but it has had 
the effective co-operation of the Mayor 
and other members. For the first time 
in the history of the Greater City its 
business has been studied in the light 
of general business requirements, each 
branch with reference to all the oth- 
ers, and expenditure with reference to 
income on the one hand and the real 
interests of the city on the other. In 
the prosecution of this task the board 
is gradually building up a machinery 
of inspection, investigation, and super- 
vision to make possible the thorough 
and efficient performance of its i{m- 
portant functions. It has already ac- 
complished much, and during the term 
for which its members have been elect- 
ed % mey fairly expect to reach a 
standard that its successors will be 
giad, or will measurably be forced, to 
continue. It is something like a revo- 
lution, and a beneficent one.

LOOK OUT FOR PARK GRAB BILLS. 

Every citizen of New York who fa- 
vores the preservation of the parks 
should make it his business, now that 
the Legislature is in session, to urge 
the State Senator and member of the 
Assembly representing the district in 
which he dwells to keep a watchful eye 
on all bills which provide for encroach- 
ment on park lands. There is quite a 
batch of them every session. The Na- 
tional Academy of Design may renew 
its effort to obtain a building site in 
Central Park. Its Bryant Park 
scheme, too, is likely to come before 
the legislators. The Academicians do 
not seem to care where they build so 
long as {it is in a public park. The re- 
mainder of the residents of New York 
do not care where the Academicians 
build go long as the site is not In a 
park. But it is well to be watchful. 
Bills embodying predatory park 
schemes should be suppressed at the 
beginning. That will save a good deal 
of time and trouble. 

Both Mayor Garnor and Park Com- 
missioner Stover have shown them- 
selves strongly in favor of preserving 
the parks; but both have plenty to do, 
and there is no reason why any of 
their valuable time in 1911 should be 
wasted in consideration of bills slipped 
through the Legislature to permit some 
person or institution to encroach on 
any of the people’s parks. The votes of 
up-State members can generally be se- 
cured for such Dills, especially when 
they are backed by men of high stand- 
ing with distinguished names. Our 
own legislators must be relied upon to 
suppress such bills, and they will not 
fail if they are encouraged to do so by 
their constituents. 





PROTECTING OUR GOLD COINAGE. 
Secretary MacVpaGH is asking for 
power to protect the Treasury gold. It 
happens that just as he asks it the 
Bank of France takes leave to do the 
same thing. France’s harvest was so 
deficient that it was compelled to buy 
large quantities of foodstuffs in sev- 
eral countries, and the process of pay- 
ment depleted the gold reserve 216,- 
000,0008. below last year. Accord- 
ingly “since November the Bank of 
France has declined to furnish gold.” 
It refused Germany and Austria, and a 
few days ago Holland. Nobody thinks 
a penny worse of France. On the con- 
trary, its knOwn wea'th and high au- 
thority for banking ekill rather make 
a precedent for conceding what our 
Treasury asks, which Is little enough. 

Our way is not to allow the Treasury 
any discretion in a matter where the 
Bank of France has a wide discretion. 
Our finance is largely political, and the 
Treasury is entangled with the money 
market, which is no fit function of 
government. Banking ought to be left 
to the banks, whose credit ought not 
to be confused with the credit of the 
Government. Revolutions and sieges 
have passed without at all affecting 
the Bank of France, but we have seen 
our Treasury disturbed in times of 
profound peace by affairs which were 
none of its concern. The Treasury’s 
request at present affects a mere mat- 
ter of detail. The United States is 
among the world’s largest producers of 
gold, and a normal exporter of ft. The 
course of business is for the new gold 
to flow into the Treasury and be coined. 
When wanted for export it comes from 
the Treasury through the banks. 

Now coined gold is no better for ex- 
port than uncoined. On the contrary, 
exporters would prefer the same weight 
of gold In bars or in foreign cofns. Our 
coinage confers no value in the coun- 
tries to which the gold is sent, which 
would rather receive the coins which 
they have sent to us when we import 
gold. The Treasury simply asks that 
it may keep foreign 
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on presentation of the certificates. The 
advantage would be the saving in the 
cost of coinage, and the convenience 
of the exporters. There would be a 
saving of $200,000 or $300,000 to the 
Treasury annually, and there would be 
considerable economy as well as con- 
venience to the exporters. During 
twenty years we have exported $829,- 
000,000 of American coins and have 
melted and recoined $311,000,000 of for- 
eign coins, and to no advantage what- 
ever. What the Treasury asks is in 
accordance with the best foreign prac- 
tice, raising a presumption in favor of 
conceding what Secretary MacVrmacH 
asks unless a cause to the contrary can 
be shown by somebody. 


RUMORS ABOUT HONDURAS. 

There are disquieting rumors from 
Washington, which nobody is compelled 
to accept, that the State Department 
rather favors the revolutionists in Hon- 
duras. President Davia, whose down- 
fall is aimed at by that professional 
revolutionist and adventurer, CHrst- 
mAs, is accounted a friend and protégé 
of Zeuara, the deposed President of 
Nicaragua, The United States, how- 
ever, can have no relations of any kind 
with CHRISTMAS, and no fust excuse for 
desiring the restoration of Bontzua to 
the Presidency if a majority of the peo- 
ple of Honduras prefer Davm.a. 

A settled and wise policy touching 
our relations ‘with Latin-American 
countries is essential. -Irresponsible 
mischief makers should not be encour- 
aged to boast of American support. Of 
course the boast is always false. But 
the recent Nicaragua incident was not 
altogether to the credit of the United 
States. In Honduras the property of 
American citizens should be protected. 
But American citizens who choose to 
make war on foreign Governments 
should be teft to take the consequences 
of thetr acts.

| THE COST OF CHARITIES. 
R. Fulton Cutting Deplores Lack of 
Uniform Reports. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

On the first page of your issue to-day appear 
findings of the Congestion of Population Com- 
mission's Sub-committee on Charities, con- 
cluding as follows: 

The edministrative expenses of the seven 
general relief charitable societies are not 
given. The United Hebrew Charities, how- 
ever, state that their administrative expense 
for 1910 was only 14 per cent. of the total 
disbursements, less than one-half of the 
largest non-Jewish organization doing simi- 
lar work. This would seem to make the 
cost of administration nearly 80 per cent. in 
some relief societies. 

The facts thus set forth, and inferences 
drawn therefrom, are likely to convey an im- 
pression both misleading in itself and unjust 
to the New York Association for Improving 
the Condition of the Poor. I have not before 
me the last annual report of the United He- 
brew Charities, but beg to say that the 1910 
report of the Association for Improving the 
Condition of the poor, favorably noticed in 
your editorial columns on the 284 Inst., pre- 
sents in full detail the administrative expenses 
of our society. During the year.in question 
we carried on eight separate activities at a 
cost of $274,693, all controlled and supervised 
from our central office in the United Charities 
Building. As shown in our Treasurer’s report, 
the total expense of this general control and 
supervision was $19,720, just over 7 per cent. 
of our total outlay. 


This total outlay was reduced by $11,863 re- 





various enterprises, 1. «., repayments by bene- 
ficiaries, board of a few of the patients at our 
hospitals, receipts for the use of soap and 
towels at our bathhouse, and proceeds of arti- 
cles sold. Our net ontlay was therefore $262,- 
880, of which over 47 per cent. was expended 
solely in the purchase of necessities for the 
poor and over 29 per cent. for the pay of phy- 
sicians, nurses, teachers, relief visitors, and 
other field workers directly engaged in in- 
structing and ministering to the poor. Of our 
total payroll, ($96,886,) only a trifle more than 
20 per cent. (or a little above 7 per cent. of 
our entitre net outlay) was spent upon admin- 
istrative, supervisory, and clerical salaries— 
salaries less generally commended perhaps by 
the unthinking public, but no whit less essen- 
tial both to constructive work and to discrim- 
inaging relief wor. 

The deplorable diversity of charity reporting 
renders impossible, as you have fustly pointed 
out in your editorial columns, any proper com- 
parison between the work done by the various 
charitable societies. Our association would 
gladly welcome, and indeed has fostered ef- 
forts to secure, uniformity in this regard, 
either through voluntary action on the part of 
the societies themselves or through such change 
in the law as would place them under the 
wholesome supervision of the State Board of 
Charities. Great, however, as would be the 
gain to philanthropy from uniform reporting of 
work and finances, it would doubtless always 
remain difficult to obtain from any two dif- 
ferent charity reports an accurate picture of 
the work they are intended to portray. 

While warmly appreciating the admirable 
management of the United Hebrew Charities, 
I beg to suggest that the creditable smallness 
(14 per cent.) of its administrative expense can 
be rightly measured only by those who remem- 
ber that this society is understood to dispense 
a large part of its material relief in cash be- 
stowed directly upon its beneficiaries and in 
what resembles the form of pension

DEATHS IN AVIATION. 














More Airmen Killed [n Biplanes Than 
in Monoplanes. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Analyzing the statistics in to-day’s Times 
regarding the number of aviators killed, I 
noted that seventeen had been killed in pbi- 
planes, nine in monopljanes, and efght in ma- 
chines the type of which was not stated. Also 
that seven were killed in Wright biplanes, six 
in Farman biplanes, four in Bleriot mono- 
planes, three in Antoinette monoplanes, three 
in aeroplanes of the aviators’ own construc- 
tion, fone of which was a biplane, while the 
other two were rot named,) one Voisin bi- 
plane, and one Sommer biplane. 

Four different makes of biplanes are men- 
tioned, while only two different makes of mon- 
oplanes are named. 

The question arises: Aré biplanes more dan- 
gerous than monoplanes, since there were 
nearly twice as many deaths in biplanes as in 
monoplanes? 

The only way these statisties would prove 
anything in this respect would be to know the 
total number of biplanes and the tota] number 
of monoplanes in use. If these totals were 
known, then we could get the percentage of 
deaths in each to the whole number of each 
in use, 

The United States manufacturers seem to be 
wedded to biplanes, while foretgn manufact- 
urers appear to favor monoplanes. 

Do the’ above ‘‘ death statistics ’’ teach any- 
thing about the comparative safety of the dif- 
ferent kinds or makes or types of aeroplanes?

Declares the Movement Has Not Been 
Forced by Outsiders. 


To the Edttor of The New York Times: 
You said recently that “ suffragists try to 
butt in at Barnard and other colleges with their 
disturbing suffrage propaganda.”’

Suffrage League. The ex-President of Welles- 
ley, Dr. Alice Freeman Palmer, devoted much 
of her time and energy to the cause. Presi- 
dent KE. Mary Woolley of Mount Holyoke !s 
another notable suffragist and are officers {n 
the Collegiate Equal Suffrage League. The 
Men’s League for Woman Suffrage has en- 
rolled among tts charter rfrémbers many prom- 
Inent professors of Columbia and other univer- 
sities. Many of the Presidents of men’s ool- 
leges are suffragists, of whom President Da- 
vid Starr Jordan of Leland Stanford Univer- 
sity stands pre-eminent.

& sense, and a stimulus to extravagance, 
We did not hesitate to take long chances, 
We embarked in colossal enterprises. We 
id everything upon a great scale without 
thought of the morrow, or, in fact, of th 
effect upon our National, or individua 
credit. Statesmen voted freely for gigantio 
appropriations to be spent in improvements 
which the country really did not need for 
the moment. States, cities, villages, and 
individuals, speculated upon a long continu- 
ation of prosperity. Rallways, having a full 
treasury and gilt-edged credit, freely began 
improvements and extensions which would 
demand enormous expenditures for years, 

Some of the industries, inflated and redke 
less because of present prosperity, launched 
into extravagant plant construction; allied 
industries. following the exampl6, also ex- 
panded beyond the limits of ordinary con- 
servatism, and naturally the feeling of 
financial buoyancy extended to individuals. 
Then came increased luxury, an increase in 
the cost of living, and, finally, the begin- 
ning of the period of doubt. We are tn that 
period now, and the reassuring fact is that 
we are beginning to recognize actual condl- 
tions, 


Mr. Lewis declares the chief danger lies 
In overproduction, and he advises that 
“ manufacturers in particular must quick- 


twelve months not through a magnifying 
glass, but with extreme conservatism.” 
Taking up his second recommendation, 
the necessity of more economical business 
administration and resistance to the temp- 
tation to do things in a ‘“‘ big” way, which 
encourages waste, Mr. Lewis says:

It has been estimated that 
not 8 per cent, of these plants uttlize scien- 
tific systems in their administration, but 
aré content to work by the old ‘“ rule o 
thumb ’’ methods. There is criminal waste 
in time, waste in rchasing raw material, 
waste in machine {nstallation, waste in the 
proper utflization of light, waste in floor ar- 
rangements, and corresponding increase in 
costs.

Largest White House Reception 
In 15 Years—Crowd Waits 
Hours in the Raip. 








RECEIVE DIPLOMATS FIRST 





President and Mrs. Taft, In the Blue 
Room, Shake Hands with Ali—Many 
Other Receptions in Capital.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2,—All roads, and 
most of them wet ones, led to the White 
House to-day. More than 5,000 visitors— 
5,625, to be exact—the greatest number in 
fifteen years, paid their respects to the 
President. They camo in private autos, 
in taxicarhs, in coaches, in herdics, in 
trolley cars, and afoot, and most of them 
stood in line for hours in a drizzling rain, 
awaiting the opening of the doors for the 
public receptior. 

Within the mansion was a gathering 
of the official visitors half an hour be- 
fore the public reception, which opened 
at 1 o'clock. The large reception hall 
was gay in holly and pine arranged as 
a background for the Marine Band, which 
was civided into two companies, so the 
music was continuous from 10:30 to 2 
o'clock. The members of the Cabinet 
and their wives were received in the li- 
brary on the second flocr. There New 
Year greetings were exchangd. 

In the State dining room the members 
of the Diplomatic Corps assembled, Am- 
bassadors and Ministers, each with his 
staff, and the ladies of their respective 
families. This company was smaller than 
usual; although Chile was the only one 
of the thirty-eight nations maintaining 
Gplomatic relations w-th our Government 
not repr@senied.

‘OBEY THE LAWS’ 


No Crusade Against Business or 
Carnival of Prosecutions, but 
Strict Enforcement. 








WARNING IS TO ALL ALIKE 


Clinching of Roosevelt’s Work to Go 
On—Extent of Law-Evading Spirit 
President’s Deep Concern. 








Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Here is @& 
New Year greeting from President Taft 
and the members of his Administration 
to whom it may concern: 

The President 1s very much concepned 
that nothing shall be done by the Gov- 
ernment which will unnecessarily disturb 
business; but the law is going to be en- 
forced as it is found on the statute books, 
and business as well as all others must 
obey, even if it does not respect, the law. 

It is not the intention to indicate that 
there is going to be anything like a cru- 
sade against this or that form of business 
during 1911, or to create a “‘ scare’’ about 
a general opening up of prosecutions right 
and left. For, as far as Top NEw YorRK 
TIMBS correspondent can ascertain from 
conversation with different Administra- 
tion officials, such a course is farthest 
from the purpose and desire of the Presi- 
dent and his Cabinet. But there are cer- 
tain feeliags on the part of the President 
and the responsible heads of Government 
departments who are working with him 
which are worthy of careful consideration 
at this particular season. 

Respect for the law on the part of the 
public generally has long been one of the 
greatest desires of President Taft. He 
had not been long in the White House 
before he began to talk to his callers 
about his earnest wish that the people 
would ‘‘ wake up to the fact that the law 
means them as well as the man around 
the corner.’”’ He has expressed his con- 
cern about the matter in public speeches 
since he has been President, as he did 
frequently during his campaign for elec- 
tion. The only change in his view since 
he has been President has been by way 
of accentuation. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Taft often 


spoke in his campaign speeches of the 
necessity of ‘“‘ clinching ’’ the work of the 
Roosevelt Administration. One part of 
what he meant by that term is now shown 
by the resuits of the activities of several 
or the Governmental departments, espe- 
cially those ot Justice, the Treasury, and 
the. Post Office. It is not necessary to 
Zive the long list of prosecutions and 
convictions in these three departments 
alone in order to make ciear the applica- 
tion. This form of ‘“clinching’’ the 
Roosevelt policies was not concerned with 
securing more legislation, but with the 
enforcement of the laws already enacted. 
So far as additional legislation is con- 
cerned, the President Kas declared in his 
message to Congress of a few weeks ago 
that the time has come when attention 
may be turned rather to carrying out ex- 
isting laws than to seeking others. He 
is for a period of quiet and rest, but he 
couples with those two desirable things 
. third—respect tor and obedience to the 
aw. 

If any person finds it more amusing 
than otherwise that the President of the 
United States, or anybody else, should be 
exercised over a general failure to respect 
and obey the laws, it does not so strike 
the officiais of the various Government 
departments who have to deal with law 
breaking. It is not an amusing matter, 
tor instance, to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue with his little matter of 
4,000 indictments a year against men who 
have endeavored to evade or beat the in- 
ternal revenue law. It is not a joke to the 
Attorney General with his long and grow- 
ing list of prosecutions for violation of all 
sorts of Federal statutes from the anti- 
trust law ccwn. 

It is no laughing matter with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury with the imimense 
and constant frauds against the customs 
to be followed up and punished. It is no 
mere pleasantry with the Postmaster Gen- 
eral in his persistent and unremitting cru- 
sade against frauds on the postal service. 
The Department of the Interior has its 
rumerous cases also and the Department 
of Agriculture is always busy in the 
courts, prosecuting men for violation of 
One or another of the laws it has to ad- 
minister. It is true that a considerable 
number of these prosecutions arise from 
the apparently prevalent view that it is 
not wrong to defraud the Government. 
Secretary MacVeagh says of this that 
“it is probable that the initial trouble 
lies in the lack of a specific and detailed 
prohibition in the ten commandments 
against stealing from the Government.”’ 

‘We know, as a matter of common 
knowledge,’’ says Secretary MacVeagh, 
‘‘that certain people who couldn’t be even 
imagined as trespassers upon private 
property, cannot see any wrong, or to be 
more exact, cannot see much wrong in 
taking any Government thing that Is loose 
enough to be carried away.’’ 

Neither the President nor any of his 
Cabinet members speak of the movement 
of this Administration for the enforce- 
ment of law as a “ crusade,’’ nor do they 
regard it as such. How much it has ac- 
complished is pretty well known, and it is 
not the purpose here to set forth a mass 
of statistics to show the great number 
of persons brought into court in the effort 
io compel them to obey the law if they 
cannot be persuaded otherwise to respect 
it. But it is the belief of the members of 
the Administration that the steady pur- 
suit of the course laid down must in the 
end secure the desired object and force 
public recognition of the individual appli- 
cation of the law to everybody alike. 

There was a ‘‘crusade’’ in the Roose- 
velt Administration. In the opinion of 
President Taft and members of his Ad- 
ministration it was largely successful, 
too, It was aimed at awakening the 
people to the necessity of devoting more 
time and attention to the individuality of 
their representatives in Corf§ress and in 
Legislatures, and to the performances of 
those representatives in their offices. At 
the same time, Mr. Roosevelt was work- 
ing for more legislation. He believed 
such additional laws necessary to secure 
the benefits aimed at. Mr. Taft believed 
that also. The laws were enacted, at 
least a large part of them, and in the 
first year of this Administration such 
additions as were considered essential 
were secured. Now, if he can secure a 
general public recognition of the force 
and application of these laws the Presi- 
dent will regard his Administration ‘as 
having been fairly successful. 

The best agent in securing such a gen- 
eral recognition, it is felt, is the steady 
and quiet enforcement of the laws, The 
work of the law officers of the Taft Adad- 
ministration has not been conducted thus 
far to the accompaniment of beating 
tom-toms, and there has been no pro- 
nouced. disposition to try cases in the 
newspapers. In fact, as Washifigton 
newspaper men know, there has been 
rather a pronounced disposition to keep 
Government cases as much in the dark 
as possible. But an unusually large per- 
centage of cases- have been successful 
and unusual speed in handling cases has

PROF. UPHUES DEAD. 


One of Most Celebrated of Modern 
German Sculptors—Born in 1850. 


BERLIN, Jan. 2.—Prof. Joseph Uphues, 
the sculptor, died here to-day. 





Joseph Uphues was one of the most em- 
inent of modern German sculptors, and 


a large number of the works with which 
Berlin and other cities are lavishly dec- 
orated came from his studio. 

He was born at Sassenberg, in West- 
phalia, in 1850, and studied for three years 
at the Berlin Academy, after which he 
became a pupil of Begas, whom for a 
time he assisted in his workshop. His 
Style, however, exhibits marked differ- 
ences from that of Begas, notably a much 
severer treatment of form. 

A good deal of Uphues’s work is to be 
seen in Berlin. His youthful ‘‘ Frederick 
the Great’”’ there introduced a new char- 
acterization of that monarch, and his 
‘* Margrave Otto II.,” in the famous 
Sieges-Allée, is one of the best statues in 
that rather miscellaneous coiiection. 

For the town of Diiren, in Rhenish 
Prussia, Uphues did some of his finest 
work in monuments to Emperor William 
I. and to Bismarck, He executed me- 
morials to Emperor Frederick III. at 
Homburg and jesbaden. Agony his 
other works one of the best known is his 
‘** Bowman,”’’ which gained gold medals at 
Melbourne in 1888 and at Chicago in 1898, 
and which is now in the National Gallery 
at Sydney. His ‘‘Sabine Defending His 
Sister ’’ is another celebrated group.

“Trelawny of the Wells,’’ Mr. Pinero’s 
exquisite comedietta of the heart and 
memories, was revived at the Empire 
Theatre last night, where it was received 
jn 2. spirit of thanksgiving and rejoicing, 
voiced in frequent outbursts of. caine 
and much wholesome, good-humore 
laughter. That, indeed, is as it should 
be. For had Mr. Pinero written no other 
play, it ‘s reasonably certain that “ Tre- 
lawny of the Wells’’ would have as- 
sured him a place in the acted drama of 
the English-sveaking stage 4 great many 
years to come. 

Certain it is that now, more than a4 dozen 
years since ‘* was first produced, it has 
not seemed to age a jot, is still as hu- 
morous as ever it was, and still as sad. 
For there is sadness always in the sight 
of the vassing of an old order of things 
—even the order of the palmy days, with 
its exaggerations and its artifice, and its 
illusions, which for us, at any rate, are 
illusions no longer, but things strange 
anda wonderful to behold. However could 
they have been taken seriously? That, to 
be sure, was one of Mr. Pinero’s purposes 
in the writing of this play, to show the 
old time its form and pressure, and to 
show us too, the figures of those days and 


in their habits as they lived. 

How beautifully he has succeeded. With 
what warm heart touches and what gentle 
calls! to laughter. ‘“‘Trelawney of the 
Wells,”’ indeed, with its old-time figures 
and its cuntrasting customs, the ancient 
and the modern, gets a good deal nearer 
poetry in the theatre than most of the 
things that ccme forth in the decorative 
blank verse guise. And so, to-day, as in 
the days when it was still a novelty, to 
‘git it through is a heartwarming experi- 


ence. 2 

A picture of London life in the Vic- 
torian ’60s, a period of crinoline and ‘ the 
pee top’’ and ‘walnut and rep,’ witn 
manners and social prejudices which 
geem, if possible. even more remote as 
Viewed through later glasses, ‘ Trelaw- 
my of the Wells”’ tells a story of the 
Robertsonian renaissance, and is a real 
picture of those London days. One of its 
characters, indeed, was guessed to be 
Tom Robertson, when the play was first 
heing gossiped about, and there were those 
who seemed able to spot other reali identi- 
ties in the mimic figures. Intrinsically 
the play is an interesting historical docu- 
ment, delivering in a most amusing man- 
ner the story of the transition, under the 
Rotertsonian regimé, from the bombast 
of the past to the plays of natural life as 
he then understood it. 

For the casual playgoer it is perhaps 
none of these. but that does not matter. 
For its story is so charming and its char- 
acters so human that it is possible to be 
sympathetic without the least comprehen- 
sion of its subtler inner meanings. To 
write a comedy of which all this is true 
ic to write a great comedy in the real 
sense of the word, and ‘‘ Trelawney of 
the Wells’ justifies the word. 

In general, too, it is well acted at the 
Empire, with the sweetest and most ap- 

ealing of Rose ‘l'relawneys imaginable 

n the person of Miss Ethel Barrymore, 
making once or twice an unfortunate com- 
promise in her crinolines and hoops, 
which made of the garments neither the 
one thing nor the other, but triumphing 
over unbecoming gowns .by the genuine- 
mess of her feeling. and the sure means 
to its expression. When Miss Barrymore 
actually did appear in the enormous hoop- 
skirts she was as fetching a figure as one 
would want to see.

DEAF AND BLIND DRAMATIST. 


Girl Produces Philosophical 
Play at Paris Odeon. 


PARIS, Dec, 23.—A play, stronger as 4 
philosophical thesis than as a dramatic 
work, has just come from the pen of Mlle. 
Marie Leneru, and has been presented at 
the Odéon by M. André Antoine. 

‘Les Affranchis,’’ as it is called, deals 
with the love story of a philosopher. He 
has written books that preach absolute 
individual freedom. He has a host of fol- 
lowers. And he is handsome and the spe- 
cial idol of women. His sister brings into 
his household a beautiful girl who has 
read all his writings and greatly admires 
him, although she has never met him 
‘efore. The two work together, plan to- 
gether, and form a strong, sympathetic 
friendship. In the end they fall in love 
with each other, although he is married, 
and there is a vast difference in their 
ages, The man asks the girl to marry 
him. She puts before him his own teach- 
ings. Still he insists; but a talk with a 
woman who has been a nun leads the 
girl to return to the convent from which 
she came to join the philosopher’s house- 
hold.

SOME SYSTEMS DESCRIBED 





Detalis of Those in Operation on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and Chi- 


% cago Elevated. 
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Dr. W. A. Evans, Commissioner of 
Health of Chicago, and Professor of Sani- 
tary Science in the Northwestern UWni- 
versity Medical School, has been writing 
a series of articles on ventilation for the 
Medical Record. His latest contribution 
concerns the ventilation of cars. 

“A railroad car (passenger, Pullman, 
baggage, express, or postal),’’ he says, 
“hurling through the air at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour, has an air pressure 
of ten pounds per square foot, and: this 
furntshes more power than any other 
blower fan in use. If a ventilating duct 
has its open face exposed to this current 
of air a volume will drive in, many times 
the need of the inhabitants of the car. 

“The requirements, then, are these: 
(1) To regulate the volume of air taken 
in for the different car speeds; (2) to keep 
down the dust content of the air taken 
in; (8) to warm the air before it is intro- 
duced into the car; (4) to introduce it at 


the right place; (5) to provide proper 
located exits for the foul air. 

“1. Discussing the first of these points: 
Sometimes the amount of air taken in is 
regulated by cutoffs operated by the 
brakeman. Such is the case on the Penn- 
Sylvania Railroad. Here the brakeman 
sets the ventilation soon after the car 
leaves the station. A better system ji 


is 
that in use on the Northwestern Elevut- 
ed in.Chicago. They use a small cui- 
off device in their intake. When the cer 
is standing ‘still the blade hangs vertical!y 
and-the duct is fully open. As the car 
speeds up the blade rises toward the hori- 
zontal and diminishes the size of the duct 
proportionately. There is never any ques- 
tion as to getting air enough when the 
car is under way. The provision must be 
to keep the quantity down. 

“2.:In a railroad train the dust is from 
two sources. The smoke tends to hang 
along ithe top of the car. Ducts at this 
level are liable to catch a good many 
cinders and much smoke. The pounding 
of the cars raises a good deal of truck 
dust. The Pennsylvania Railroad takes 
in its air above the roof of the car and 
uses screens to keep out cinders. 

“In the case of elevated trains the 
ducts are advantageously located in the 
floor of the car and take air from below 
the floor line. The question of the lo- 
cation of the ducts in surface street cars 
is somewhat more difficult. The short 
ducts, when the inlets are below the floor 
level, present great advantages. The only 
disadvantage is the Gust. The swirl of 
dust raised by a street car can be seen 
to hang a little in the rear of the car 
except when it is stopping. The dust at 
the floor linc of the car is far less than 
superficial observation would indicate. 

3. The keynote of car ventilation is 
warming the air as it is taken in. A 
street car jammed with passengers will 
have only ten cubic feet of air per pas- 
Senger. If, then, 2,000 cubie feet of air 
per passenger per hour is furnished the 
air must be changed 200 times per hour, 
or, say, three times per minute. No 
passenger will allow such a volume of air 
on @ cold day without the air having been 
previously warmed. 

On the other hand, the radiation in 
the car is usually placed under the seats 
Or ‘in out-of-the-way corners of the car. 
The result of this is that the seats are 
usually scorching hot and the remainder 
of the car is uncomfortably cold. The 
proper solution is to introduce the fresh 
air into the car through the radiation. 
In this way the air is warmed to 2 point 
where, the passengers will tolerate venti- 
lation. The radiation is cooled and the 
cold. parts of the car are warmed: the 
car tem perature is made more nearly uni- 
form; the efficiency of the radiation is in- 
creased. 

“4 and 5. In the installations common- 
ly in use, the air is theoretically taken in 
through the deck sash. The most effi- 
cient intakes we have found in such in- 
Stallations are the leaks around doors, 
windows, and joints. 

““ Deck sashes will sometimes act as in- 
lets, sometimes as outlets, and some- 
times as neither, according to the direc- 
tion and force of the wind, and accord- 
ing as the car is gaining speed, speeding, 
or losing speed. The great volume of air 
which comes in through those sash open- 
ings which are acting as inlets will flow 
straight across and out of other sash 
openings acting as outlets. 

Now, cold air must be heated by some- 
thing. The heating agencies in a car are 
the passengers and the radiation. Putting 
the air in at the deck sash and having 
the heat of the car heat it before it reaches 
the passenger may add to the passencer’s 
comfort. It does not save any in the ex- 
penre of heating. If the fresh air is 
warmed enough to keep it from being 
uncomfortable and is then discharged 
into the -ar below the seat level and the 
foul air is taken out through ducts around 
celling lights, a somewhat uniform up- 
ward flow of air is maintained in the car. 
The partial separation of the fresh from 
the foul air makes it possible to reduce 
the volume of air required for each pas- 
acy q 

“ With such an arrangement of inlets 
and outlets, the Chicago Department of 
Health thinks it safe to reduce the air 
requirements to 400 cubic feet per pas- 
senger per hour, and has had ordinances 
drawn along these lines.”’ 


MR. CARNEGIE’S $10,000,000. 


Gen. Booth of the Salvation Army 
Tells How He Would Spend It. 


LONDON, Jan. 2.—When it was an- 
nounced to Gen. Booth that Andrew Car- 
néegie had transferred to a Board of Trus- 
tees $10,000,000 in five per cent. first 
mortgage bonds, the revenue of which was 
to be used “to hasten the abolition of 
international war and to establish a last- 
ing world peace,” the head of the Sal- 
vation Army said: 

“There are sO many, Many ways of 
spending money in the direction of peace 
and yet making that money reproductive, 
that I cannot possibly recount them all. 
I only wish Mr. Carnegie would give me 
the chance. ; 

“There are many universities scattered 
about the world, universities where are 
taught theology, literature, languages, 
medicine, and all the other great branches 
of learning. But the university. that I 
would see established would, for the he- 
Faning. have two centres, in London and 
Yew York. It would be an institution to 
which the lowest, the humblest, the most 
degraded would be brought that they 
might be taught the greatest and oniy 
abiding lesson in the world. That lesson 
is forgetfulness of self. 

**In these universities I would give men 
healthy bodies by means of healthy work, 
I would have them trained mentaliy, mor- 
ally, and physically. But I would see, 
too, that my two £2,000,000 were not 
spent on the few alone. Round each of 
my universities I would have a thousand 
halls, places which by their brightnéss 
would attract each their thousands.” ~

ARMY LOYAL, SAYS PORTUGAL

Official Cablegram Utterly Denies Ex- 
istence. of Any Plots. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—Viscount de 
Alte, the Portuguese Minister, to-day 
gave out the following as the text of a 
c@blegram received from his Government 
in reply to one which he sent yesterday 
asking about the reports of a critical sit- 
uation in Portugal: 

“You can siate that no violence has 
attended thé strikes which have taken 
place, and that at the request of men 
and employers they have in general been 
settled through arbitration by the Gov- 
ernment. The situation in this respect 
is improving rapidly, and there have late- 
ly been no new strikes. 

‘‘National finences are every day. be- 
coming more satisfactory on account of 
the strict overhauling of the expenses of 
the administration. 

“There is no evidence of disaffection 
in the army or the navy, and the vessels 
which were ordered to sail to Madeira, 
principally on account of the measures 
to cope with the cholera situation tnere, 
carried out their orders with the strictest 
obedience to the Government. It is there- 
fore untrue that those vessels were or- 
dered to sail on account of fears being 
entertained as to their loyalty, and it is 
noteworthy that the persons who invent 
these rumors are the same who a short 
time ago stated that the Government 
could not order the vessels to sail through 
fears of insubordination. 

“ Though the new régime has only been 
established for three months, such perfect 
calm prevails in the country as to seem 
unbelievable to those who are unac- 
guainted with the character of tne popu- 
lation. Even religious dissensions have 
disapreared since the religious orders 
were dissolved , 

“No conspiracies are being hatched, 

by the monarchists, and the omy 
ones who try to create troub.e are those 
who fear the consequences of their finan- 
cial dismeanors and who with that end in 
view invent ‘clarming rumors. Everything 
is being prepared for the elections to take 
place in April next.” 


SOCIALISTS FIND ALLIES.

Their Union with Radicals in Ger- 
many Deemed Significant. 


BERLIN, Jan. 2.—At the recent by- 
election in Libau, Prussia, although a 
Radical candidate defeated his Conserva- 
tive opponent with a majority of nearly 
3,000, the contest was viewed with en- 
couragement by the Conservative press 
because the Socialist candidate had also 
been defeated. Further intelligence from 
Libau, however, puts a different construc- 
tion on the affair, which presages ill for 
the coming Reichstag election—at least, 
from the Government point of view. 

It seems that the Socialist candidate 
withdrew at the last moment, and that the 
Radical candidate won a victory by an 
alliance of the Liberals and Socialists. 
Moreover, the election of a Radical deputy 
for this constituency has more than ordi- 
nary significance because it has never be- 
fore been represented by any one but an 
Agrarian Conservative, and because it is 
the first seat captured by the Left in a 
part of the country supposed to be an 
impregnable stronghold of the Extreme 
Right. The Conservative journals, there- 
fore, view the result of this by-election 
with grave concern, and accuse the 
Liberals and Radicals of making common 
cause with the Socialists to bring about 
the complete ruin of Imperial Germany. 

On the other hand, the organs of Liberal 
and Radical opinion are jubilant in the 
extreme, declaring that this by-election 
is an indication of what will happen at 
the general election next year, so that it 
constitutes an effective reminder to the 
‘Government that a policy of extreme re- 
‘action is the best way to stimulate a 
‘progressive political movement in the 
country. 

The Socialist organs, who exerted all 
their influence to persuace their adherents 
to vote for the Radical candidate at the 
seconec ballot, also express satisfaction 
at the reverse experienced by the extreme 
Agrarian Canservative Party.

GIDEONS BEHIND THE PLAN 





in a Year They Have Given More 
- Than 50,000; Increasing Elec- 
tric Light Bills.

CHICAGO, Jan, 2.—A thousand earnest 
young men marched through: the princl- 
pal streets of the business district this 
afternoon,,each carrying six Bibles. under 
his arm. The street crowds gaped in 
wonder at this unusual spectacle, and 
gathered around in curious throngs when 
the thousand came to a halt in Madison 
Street. 

At a few words of command the parad- 
ers separated into groups and moved off 
in different directions. Each division was 
followed by a crowd of its own until it 
disappeared into one of the city’s well- 
known hotels. 

The purpose of all this was to place in 
the bedrooms of these hotels copies of 
the Bible, for the use of transient patrons. 
The distribution was arranged by the 
Christian Commercial Travelers’ Associa- 
tion, better known as the Gideons. 
Through this means, they believe, tra-- 
elers will be brought into touch with re- 
ligious influences, whereas they generally 
cannot be reached by routine church and 
society work. 

The Gideons enlisted the Y. M. C. A. and 
many churches in their plan. Funds were 
raised for the purchase of the books, 
which were strongly bound in cloth by 
the American Bible Society and sold to 
the Gideons at one-third below cost. Each 
Bible cost 35 cents. 

It was decided to make the distribution 
on the last day of the year, that on New 
Year’s Day they might be at the disposal 
of patrons. They will not be chained 
down. 

The Y. M. C. A. was asked to supply 
men to make the distribution, which was 
in charge of W. E. Henderson, National 
Secretary of the Gideons. All hands gath- 
ered to-day in the auditorium of the Cen- 
tral Y. M. C. A., where addresses were 
made by some of the leading ministers of 
the city. Then the volunteers filed up to 
the platform, where the 6,000 Bibles had 
been piled. Each took half a dozen and 
marched out. 

None of the hotel proprietors objected 
to the Bibles being placed in their rooms. 
The distribution, as arranged, was as 
follows: La Salle Hotel, 1,000; Congress 
Hotel and Annex, 600° Great Northern, 
400; Stratford, 210; Auditorium, 365; 
Grand Pacific, 200; Lexington, 300; Sara- 
toga, 265: ‘Majestic, 200; Kaiserhof, 260; 
Windsor-Clifton, 165; Deming, 109; Wel- 
lington, 200; Palmer House, 635; Grant,. 
184; Brevoort, 300; Morrison, 200, and 
smaller hotels, from 100 down. 

The following legend is pasted within 
the cover of each volume: 

This holy book, whose leaves display the 
life, the light, the truth, and the way, Is 
placed in this room by the Gideons, the 
Christian Commercial . Travelers’  Associa-—_ 
tion of America, aided by the churches and 
the Young Men’s Christian Association of 
this city, with the hope that by means of 
this Book the reader may be brought to 
know the love of Christ, which passeth 
knowledge. 

At their headquarters here several 
thousand letters have been received from 
hotel proprietors, ministers, traveling men, 
and other hotel guests commending the cr- 
ganization for its work and telling of 
benefits derived from the presence of the 
Bibles. One woman, who owns a little 
hotel west of the Mississippi River, writes: 

The change I noticed first after the Bibles 
were placed in the bedrooms of my hotel 
was that my electric light bill doubled. 
These men get hold of a Bible, reag the 
references you cite, and then are not 
satisfied. They go on reading, and my 
light bill goes on getting bigger. But I 
don’t eare in the least. I would just as 
soon have it get bigger yet if Bible-read- 
ing makes the increase. 

In the last year the Gideons have placed 
more than 50,000 Bibles in hotels through- 
out the country. 


STATE HAS FIVE BIG CITIES. 


Two Other States Have Five of 100,- 
000 Population. 


New York State has five of the fifty 
largest cities of the United States, grouped 
together as having a population of 100,000 
or more, according to the count taken in 
the thirteenth census. They are Albany, 
Buffalo, New York, Rochester, and Syra- 
cuse, Two other States each- have five, 
Massachusetts with Boston, Cambridge, 
Fall River, Lowell, and Worcester, and 
Ohio with Cincinnati, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Dayton, and Toledo. 

These biggest cities are confined to 


twenty-five States and the District of 
Columbia. Three States have three each, 
New Jersey with Jersey City, Newark and 
Paterson; California with Los Angeles, 
Oakland and San Francisco, and Pennsyl- 
vania with Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and 
Scranton. These fifty cities have an ag- 
gregate population of 20,503,047. Only 
twenty-nine are cities of the first class, 
with a population of 175,000 or more; New 
York, Buffalo, and Rochester. 

The other first-class cities are: Balti- 
more, Boston, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Colmbus, Ohio; Denver, Detroit, In- 
dianapolis, Jersey City, Kansas City, Los 
Angeles, Louisville, Milwaukee, Minne- 
apolis, Newark, New Orleans, Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburg, Portland, Providence, St. 
Louis, St. Paul, San Francisco, Seattle, 
and Washington, D. C. 


HOLIDAY CROWD AT PALACE. 


Automobiles and Aeroplanes Prove 
Attractive Features. 


The holiday crowd that visited the In- 
ternational Automobile and Aviation 
Shows at Grand Central Palace yester- 
day began flocking through the Lexing- 
ton Avenue doors shortly after 9 o’clock 
A. M., and within two hours there were 


more than one thousand persons in the 
building inspecting the exhibits, despite 
the rain and fog. From that time on 
until the evening session many persons 
poured into the shows, with the result 
that the attendance equated that of the 
opening night. 

Hundreds sat in the galleries during the 
afternoon to listen to the special New 
Year’s Day coneert given by the Blaufuss 
Orchestral Band of Chicago. There were 
vocal solos by. Miss Rena Aubrey, the 
soprano, and John Baxter, in addition to 
the’ instrumental music. 

David Bruce-Brown, the automobile rac- 
ing driver, who was to have driven at the 
Guttenburg track yesterday, visited the 
show in the afternoon after the races 
had been declared off on account of rain. 

Beckwith Havens, who is in charge of 
the Curtiss aeroplane exhibit and di- 
recting the début of the aeroplane into the 
field of commerce, has the distinction of 
being the first exclusive automobile sales- 
man in America. He was recently. draft- 
ed from the automobile field by the Cur- 
tiss Company. 

Among the types of fliers which the 
company is offering for sale are the 
Rheims racer type, similar to the one 
used by Mr. Curtiss in winning the first 
international race and in the flight from 
New York to Philadelphia and return last 
Summer. Very similar in design is the 
Hudson flier type, a’ model of which is 
displayed by the firm.

At the end of 
the fight Shugrue’s face was badly swol- 
len on the right side, near the eye, but 
the New Jersey boy showed no other 
marks of the stiff milling. A few drops 
of blood which flowed from Keller's nose 
in the seventh round was the only evi- 
denee of crimson in sight during the bat- 
tle in spite of the fact that both were on 
the receiving end of sevéral speedy jabs 
and swings. 

_WKeller’s superior knowledge of ring tac- 
tiles were in evidence almost as soon as 
thesboys began to mix matters in the 
Opening rourd. Sammy jumped 
times in succession and landed left jabs 
on Shugrue’s face, and got away without 
getting a return. As soon as Shugrue be- 
gan to block Keller at this style, Sammy 
changed his tactics and delivered two 
hard rights, which rocked the Jersey 
boy’s head considerably. Keller feinted 


often and after making his opponent miss, ! 


the Britisher would come back with a 
hard swing us Shugrue came toward him. 
Keller Showed up as strongly on the de- 
fense as on the attack, his experience in 
the ring being evident from the ease with 
which he evaded .the wicked blows which 
Shugrue was trying to land, 
ing the fight Keller faced the Shugrue 
with his hands hanging at his side, but 
he ducked so cleverly that the Jersey boy, 
trying his hardest, was unable to get 
over one of his swings at full force, on 
the Englishman. 

The succeeding rounds did not differ 
to a great extent from the first, although 
at times Shugrue showed up much strong- 
er than in the opener. He proved him- 
self a willing mixer and a glutton for 
punishment, but had to remain on the 
defensive practically all» the time. On 
his: occasional attempts to lead. Shugrue 
usually found Keller waiting for him 
with a hard left jab. Keller forced Shug- 
rue around the ring in the second and 
third rounds, and ducked or backed away 
cleverly when the Jersey boy came back 
with an attempt to land a haymaker. 

in the fourth round the pace was not 
so fast, Keller apparently being tired 
from the swift pace he had set in the 
earlier rounds. The fifth was a fast 
round, with Keller showing wonderful 
ducking ability from Shugrue’s hard 
swings. In the sixth and seventh rounds 
Shugrue’s followers had.a chance to get 
noisy when their favorite had the better 
of two fast exchanges, but during the 
greater part of both rounds Keller set 
the pace. The eighth was a repetition of 
the two preceding rounds, Shugrue show- 
ing up strongly in one f@st mix-up and 
Keller leading during the remainder of 
the round. 

In the last two rounds Shugrue seemed 
stronger than ever, and the fighting was 
the best of the bout. Keller still showed 
himself too crafty for his less-experienced 
opponent, but had to take more punish- 
ment than in the earlier rounds. Each 
was apparently trying to get over a 
knockout punch, but. nothing resemblying 
a ‘“‘haymaker’’ was uncorked, and the 
last bell found the two boys going strong.

Man Who Passed Away in a Jersey 
City Hospital Identified as John Rice. 


John Smith Rice, a retired broker, who 
disappeared on Nov. 25, just as he did 
thirteen years ago, when his mysterious 
dropping from sight was a four-months’ 
wonder, died on. New Year's Day in Bt. 
Francis Hospital, Jersey City. Owing to 
some confusion on the part of the hospital 
authorities the death was not reported to 
the police until last night. The police had 
been looking for Rice ever since his dis- 
appearance was reported by his wife. 

About 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon Rice 
was taken ill in the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Stataon, Jersey City, and was sent to 
the hospital, where he died shortly after- 
ward.

a home in West Twenty-ninth Street. He 
| was thirty-eight vears old and at the time

drawing $5,000 in cash from ths latter. 
| He dis: appeared with the money in his 
pocket and was not heard of for four

Mrs. Rice’s health became worse and she 
had to go to Saranac Lake. After being 
away four months Rice reappeared at 
Passaic, and learning that his wife was 
at Saranac Lake went there to join her. 
'They have been living there practically

THIRTY GENERAL STRIKES 








Cloakmakers Had the Largest—Arbi- 
tration Committees Settled Some, 
and Some Are Still Pending. 





General Organizer Benjamin Weinstein 
of the United Hebrew Trades, a central 
organization of Jewish unions principally 
on the enst side, madé a report yesterday 
of its strikes during 1910, the new unions 
it had gathered in, and other matters per- 
taining to the large body of Jewish work- 
ers, especially in the different branches 
of garment making. The report states 
that there are now 106 unions in the 
United Hebrew Trades, with an aggre- 
gate membership of 150,000 men and wo- 
men. The United Hebrew Trades has also 
affiliated with it a number of unions of 
Italian workers and several thousand 
workers in other nationalities, including 
English-speaking people. 

According to the report, there were 
thirty general strikes of unions in this 
central body during the past year, some 
of which were settled, others compro- 
mised, and some still pending. The larg- 
est was the strike of the Cloakmakers’ 
Union, 60,000 of whose members struck 
for a union agreement, independent of 
25,000 non-union cloakmakers, men and 
women, who joined in the strike a day or 
two after it was declared. When this 
strike was settled by concessions on both 
Sides, a plan of arbitration was agreed to 
and a permanent Arbitration Committee, 
consisting of employers and employes, 
was appointed to prevent a recurrence of 
such strikes in this trade. Among other 
strikes which took place during the year 
were strikes of neckwear workers, knee 
breeches makers, boys’ suit makers, trou- 
sersmakers, cake bakers, kosher butchers, 
retail clerks, vest makers, glaziers, over- 


all makers, suitcase makers, tinsmiths, 
trunk makers, and glaziers. 

The organizers of the body formed 
thirty-nine new unions during the year, a 
number of which, in trades in occupations 
previously unheard of, have grown ub in 
the last five years. One of these is the 
union of bottle sorters and cleaners.

There was 
an independent attempt some years ago to 
organize them, but the plan fell through. 

Organizer Weinstein said that most of 
the unions formed before 1910 were af- 
filiated with the American Federation of 
Labor and by degrees charters would be 
secured for the other unions. 


“GERMAN RIFLES” FOR IRISH. 


Sensational Methods of Tories to 
Gain Election Majority. 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—To show the sensa- 
tional means to which the Tory Party in 
England resorted in the last election the 
following is copied from one of their 
circulars widely distributed in Belfast 
and Ulster: 


“During the past week a confidential 
circular has been sent by the Irish Execu- 
tive to every police station in the North 
of Ireland requesting the officers in 
charge of counties and districts to make 
all possible inquiries relative to the 
threatened arming of the Unionists of 
‘Ulster. The circular also directs county 
Inspectors to see that the full comple- 
ment of men is attached to each station.

‘“‘Large consignments of what is labeled 
spinning mill machinery have latterly 
been reaching districts around Belfast 
and finding their way, owin to the 
Crimes act being suspended, inte local 
Orange halls.’
